The Paint Trade Is in Earnest 


Last week, the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association held what was, per- 
haps, the most successful annual meeting of 
the thirty odd years of its existence. Its 
1921 convention was, as President Evans had 
desired, a business conference. The results 
thereof cannot but be of the greatest benefit 
to the industry which the association so ably 
represents. 

Two features stand out among many 
worthy of note when one looks back upon the 
Atlantic City gathering of representatives of 
the paint and allied trades. Of the two, per- 
haps, the more impressive was the whole- 
hearted enthusiasm with which the conven- 
tion determined upon a year of earnest con- 
structive effort to extend the usefulness of 
the industries in the service of the public. 
In adopting the slogan, “Make 1922 the 
Greatest Paint and Varnish Year,” the na- 
tional association saw beyond that impressive 
phrase the service through which alone ex- 
pansion is to be possible. It was actuated, 
not solely by the economic side of that serv- 
ice, which finds expression particularly in the 
sentiment, “Save the Surface and You Save 
All,” but equally by what might be called 
the esthetic side typified by the “Clean Up 
and Paint Up” idea. In fact, one of the out- 
standing achievements of the meeting was 
the laying of plans for the co-ordination of 
the two national campaigns in recognition of 
the usefulness of each in the attainment of 
the common purpose toward which they are 
directed. All through the convention there 
was an evident feeling that every possible 
co-operative endeavor was necessary for the 
progress of the industry, and this was coupled 
with an unmistakable purpose on the part of 
each and every man to do his part in the co- 
operating. 

Co-operation was clearly evidenced in the 
other especially noteworthy feature of the 
meeting, a recognition of the value of sta- 
tistical information on. production and dis- 
tribution. This matter, being dear to the 
heart of President Evans, was ably presented 
in his official address. It was emphasized in 
the report of the Committee on Statistics and 
re-emphasized by the chairman of that com- 
mittee, E. J. Cornish, in a supplemental talk. 
There can be no denying the usefulness of 
such information to producer and consumer 
alike, and it is to be hoped that the faith 
expressed by President Evans in the purpose 
of Secretary of Commerce Hoover to assist 
industry and the public with statistical serv- 
ice may come to full realization. 

The proceedings of the convention gave 
many indications that the year through which 
the association had just passed had been cne 
of constructive achievement. They showed

clearly time and again that the organization 
had had an able leader. And the masterful 
address of President Evans in which he 
evinced clear recognition of the services ex- 
pected of a trade organization and demon- 
strated a comprehensive grasp of the prob- 
lems of the industry and the manner in which 
their solution was to be essayed, found an 
echo in the reports of progress presented to 
the convention by the several committees. 

Especial stress was laid by President 
Evans, in his consideration of the legislative 
problems of the paint and allied trades, upon 
the proposed prohibition of the use of white 
lead in painting. His insight into the eco- 
nomic and selfish aspirations which underlie 
most of the propaganda in support of the pro- 
posal'was keen. His declaration of the prin- 
ciple of giving the public paint products 
which will most effectually meet its needs 
was earnest. The association voted to have 
the utterance of its presiding officer in that 
connection laid before the International La- 
bor Conference at its Geneva meeting. 

In selecting Ernest T. Trigg as its incom- 
ing president, the association emphasized its 
belief that the problems of today call for co- 
operation and co-ordination and wide associa- 
tion with general industrial activities. Mr. 
Trigg is a leader. His belief in the value of 
getting together is fundamental. His expe- 
rience in co-operative movements is long. 
His knowledge of industrial problems and 
remedial measures, through participation in 
their consideration, is broad. The association 
has declared for another year of constructive 
effort. It has selected an able director. 

A detailed account of the Atlantic City 
N. P., O. & V. A. convention will appear in an 
extra edition of the Reporter which will reach 
every subscriber soon after the arrival of this 
issue. So fundamentally was the convention 
a business conference, that the report should 
have the attention of every reader, no matter 
what his vocation. 





More Trouble for the Drug Trade 


The obstinate cupidity of the rabid prohi- 
bitionists has resulted in their losing part of 
what they had gained. Through their in- 
sistence that-.any legislative enactment de- 
signed to correct the failure of the prohibi- 
tion law definitely to proscribe the use of 
alcoholic malt liquors as medicine should 
carry “riders” which practically denied the 
use of alcohol to the medical profession, and 
to the many pharmacal, chemical, perfumery 
and general manufacturing industries where- 
in it is essential, the prohibition zealots pre- 
vented the enactment of an anti-beer law. As 
a result, and in the belief that the action was 
mandatory under the prohibition law, the 
Treasury Department has issued regulations 
authorizing the prescribing and dispensing of 
alcoholic malt and vinous liquors as medicine. 

The drug trade has not wanted medicinal 
beer. The medical profession has expressed 
no desire to be allowed to prescribe beer. In 
fact, even those who once brewed malt in-

One scarcely can attribute its au- 
thorization to a desire for such on the part 
of those who alone prevented its legal elim- 
ination, even though it is difficult to believe 
that they could not foresee the outcome of 
their obstinate demand that an anti-beer law 
be anti-industrial-and-medicinal-alcohol as 
well. 

No honorable druggist will want to fill the 
prescriptions for two and a half gallons of 
malt liquor which may now legally be issued 
by physicians. He can hardly handle such 
orders in anything even resembling a profes- 
sional manner. His store would have to be 
a beer warehouse. 

What of the wholesaling of the new medi- 
cines? The addenda to the regulations con- 
tain no statement which indicates that malt 
liquors are to be handled at wholesale in any 
way different from spirituous liquors or al- 
cohol. How under the sun is the wholesale 
druggist going to find storage space for this 
latest addition to his varied stock? 

It looks as if the authorization of medicinal 
beer would be an especially strong incentive 
for the establishing of bogus drug houses, 
wholesale and retail, because of the reluctance 
of the legitimate trade to handle it. Doubt- 
less the Treasury Department has acted in 
strict accordance with the law, and the drug 
trade is further to be burdened and subjected 
to the defaming action of imposters. It is a 
pity that there has not been moral strength 
enough in Congress to pass the sort of anti- 
beer bill that the shortcomings of the law 
made necessary.

Several Angles of the Flaxseed Situation 


Latest estimates of the flaxseed crop of the 
United States are more gratifying than those 
issued prior to October 1, but they still leave 
much to be desired. Figures now available 
show almost 8,900,000 bushels, some 2,600,- 
000 bushels, or more than 22 per cent., below 
the average of the past three years. In view 
of the fact that the paint and closely allied 
trades of the country have set out to develop 
new records in the way of sales, this sub- 
normality has a particular significance. 

Crushers, apparently, are hurrying in their 
supplies of seed. Movements into crushing 
territory this fall have been considerably 
above the average. Doubtless, this fact has 
been occasioned to a large extent by a feel- 
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ing that the crop shortage foretells higher

Margarin Industry Is Recovering 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter :— 

On page 40 of Vol. 100, No. 19, of your 
Reporter appears some statistics on mar- 
garin under the heading, ‘““Margarin Pro- 
duction Drops Far Below 1920 Figure in 
August.” 

The above statement is correct, but still 
the decrease in the production for the 
month of August of this year over last 
year is far less than the decrease in pro- 
duction for the months of June and July 
of this year over last year, as you will see 
from the following figures :—

The Manufacturer and White Lead 
Prohibition 


Paint and Drug Reporter :— 
y read your courteous invitation 
to set forth the position of our company 
in relation to the proposal of European 
zinc interests, that there shall be rec- 
ommended to all nations, members of the 
League of Nations, that they prohibit 
legally the use of white lead in paint. 

I understand that this proposition is 
one of the formal topics for discussion 
and decision at the forthcoming meet- 
ing of the International Labor Confer- 
ence, one of the institutions supported by 
the League of Nations. 5 

An examination of the data and prop- 
aganda put out in support of this pro- 
posal reveals such a grotesque bundle of 
misrepresentation, prejudice, self-interest 
self-seeking, and distortion of truth that 
one wonders in reading it whether it 
isn't some “Alice in Wonderland” con- 
ception of industry, rather than a serious 
proposal of sane people. 

The whole body of facts alleged in 
support of this proposal are based ‘upon 
conditions in Europe, which, if ever true 
there, are no longer true, and never were 
true in the United States, 

Our country produces approximately 
one-half of the lead supply of the world: 
France and Belgium, where the proposal 
originated, produce no lead. 

Obviously, the whole scheme is 
economic offensive movement, 

That. lead poisoning has been elimi- 
nated from the white lead manufacturing 
plants in the United States has no interest 
for the people who are seeking to en- 
throne “‘Zinc” at the expense of “Lead.” 

That the people of the United States 
should be influenced favorably to this 
proposal would be just as ridiculous as 
if the brick, stone and cement interests 
were to propose that the use of lumber 
in house building should be prohibited. 

However, the fact that this unscrupu- 
lous propaganda has, by skillful ma- 
neuver, reached and affected a certain 
group of our laboring people indicates 
clearly that our lead mining and manu- 
facturing and consuming industries have 
got to be on guard, and to place the facts 
and the complete truth as to the elimina- 
tion of lead poisoning from our industries 
before the public—this will be done in a 
thorough-going fashion at the proper time. 
; In support of the fact that lead poison- 
ing has been eliminated, it might be well 
to refer to the rating applied to lead 
workers, including painters, by our great 
insurance companies, whose statistics 
show that the death rate from these in- 
dustries Is no greater than in the general 
run of industry—indeed, it is lower—and 
life insurance policies are solicited and 
accepted from workers in these industries 
at standard rates

LABOR MEETING ~ 
OPENS AT GENEVA 


As Usual, Government Dele- 
gates Are in Majority; White 
Lead Prohibition Not Gen- 


erally Expected 


Thirty-nine governments, members of 
the League of Nations and of the Inter- 
national Labor Organization, are repre- 
sented in the International Labor Con- 
ference which convened last Tuesday at 
Geneva, Switzerland. Nine of these gov- 
ernments are North or South American ; 
six are in Asia and Africa, and the re- 
mainder are European. Tre conference 
is made up of 68 government delegates, 
24 employers’ delegates and 24 workers’ 
delegates. 

Some of those here who are in touch 
with the situation as regards the proposed 
prohibition of the use of white lead in 
painting that is up before the conference 
are not pessimistic over the prospects. 
Pointing to the make-up of the confer- 
ence, half or more of which consists of 
official representatives of governments, 
and not of labor or capitalist representa- 
tives, the suggestion is made that a com- 
bination of representatives of govern- 
ments which oppose the prohibition of 
white lead by a draft convention to be 
submitted by the international labor body 
as the basis of legislation in the several 
countries together with those which want 
further information or consideration of 
the subject and those which believe that 
the white lead problem can be dealt with 
best by means of regulation rather than 
convention and legislation might natur- 
ally be made against the prohibition ad- 
vocates and in that event the action of 
the conference could perhaps be con- 
trolled. 

The delegates of the respective govern- 
ments, it is declared, will vote in accord- 
ance with the views expressed by those 
governments in answering the question- 
naire sent out by the International Labor 
Organization. The labor interests repre- 
sent only about 20 per cent. of the total 
strength of the conference. Employers’ 
delegates are not considered to be as a 
rule likely to favor prohibiting white lead. 

The editorial in this week’s Reporter 
on “Common Sense versus Fabricated 
Opinion” has attracted attention here in 
circles interested in the international 
labor meeting and the question of per- 
mitting or prohibiting white lead. By 
considering the attitude of governments 
in the report upon which the editorial was 
based, together with the make-up of the 
conference, interesting conclusions may 
be drawn. 

Charles G. Morgan, deputy in the office 
of Ernest Greenwood, American corre- 
spondent of the International Labor Of- 
fice, furnished the following information 
to the Reporter correspondent :— 

According to the Constitution of the Inter- 
national Labor Organization, the International 
Labor Conference is composed of four repre- 
sentatives, appointed by each government 
which is a member of the organization. Two 
of these representatives are strictly govern- 
ment delegates. One of them is appointed by 
the government in agreement with the prin- 
cipal labor organizations in the country, and 
one is appointed by the government in agree- 
ment with the principal employers’ organiza- 
tions. The conference, therefore, would be 
made up of 50 per cent. government repre- 
sentatives, 25 per cent. labor representatives, 
and 25 per cent. employers’ representatives. 
This, however. is not carried out in practice 
with regard to employers’ and workers’ repre- 
sentatives, for the reason that several of the 
countries appointing delegates have no work- 
ers’ or have no employers’ organizations and 
therefore send only government delegates to 
the conference.

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POLLUTION BILLS 
ARE DISCUSSED 


Chemical and Petroleum Men 


Urge Careful Consideration 
of Such Laws 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25, 1921. 


Representatives of the petroleum and 
chemical industries and of American ship- 
Ping’ interests and others urged careful 
consideration of legislation aiming to pro- 
hibit the alleged pollution of waterways 
by the dumping of oil, oil waste, acid and 
chemical wastes and other industrial 
wastes therein, at a hearing today before 
the House Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors on bills dealing with the subject, in- 
troduced by Representatives Appleby of 
New Jersey, Briggs of Texas, Bland of 
Virginia and Rosenbloom of West Vir- 
ginia. The committee also heard repre- 
sentatives of fishery interests and other 
interests in support of such legislation, 
while government officials interested in 
the subject were present, and one of them, 
Dr. Moore, of the Fisheries Bureau, said 
that serious pollution of waters has been 
shown from industrial and oil wastes, and 
that a report on the subject will soon be 
issued. 

Mr. Appleby_announced that Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover favored legislation 
to safeguard fisheries and other interests 





against pollution of waters by oil, and 
would send a communication to the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee on the 
subject. Today’s hearing followed a re- 


cent conference between Secretary Hoover 
and representatives of oil and of fish- 
eries interests, at which it is reported oil 
men promised to cooperate with the 
government. Last summer Mr. Hoover 
conferred first with men of the same 
groups as well as State officials and 
others, and at that time resolutions were 
adopted declaring that pollution of waters 
by trade wastes, etc.. constituted one of 
the most vital problems affecting the fish- 
eries; that unless it is stopped the fish- 
eries will be ruined in a few years; and 
asking an investigation by the depart- 
ment and legislation by Congress dealing 
with the subject. These resolutions were 
laid before the committee today. 


Dr. Manning’s Views 


Dr. Van Manning of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute said that the oil indus- 
try did not want to oppose legislation to 
prevent pollution of waters, but he denied 


that the industry is the sole cause of 
such pollution. Oil refineries, he said, 
have separators in which the oil sludge 


and waste pumped out of their vessels 
with bilge water are extracted from the 
water and saved. There are many other 
factors contributing to the pollution of 
waterways, Dr. Manning said. and he 
read from a department report showing 


that such pollution is caused by water 
from mines, and wastes from tanneries, 
chemical workss. bleacheries and other 


industrial establishments. 

The Secretary of Commerce should be 
authorized to make an investigation into 
the matter of water pollution, the effect 
of industrial wastes, etc., and if legisla- 
tion is necessary he should have power 
to enforce it. Dr. Manning submitted a 
construrctive suggestion that the New 
York harbor anti-pollution act, a Federal 
statute, should be amended so as to re- 
move the minimum of $500 placed upon 
fines for its violations, even though they 
may be unintentional or accidental. 7 

J. H. Hayes of the Standard Oil Co. re- 
minded the committee that oil is an im- 
portant element in the foreign policies of 
the United States. and intimated that the 
oil industry should not be handicapped by 
unreasonable laws. He said that separa- 
tors used by oil refineries are successful, 
but doubted whether they could be run 
satisfactorily to take care of all the bilge 
water and oil waste from all tankers and 


oil burning vessels in New York harbor, 
which, it was suggested, might be col- 
lected in barges. At present he said 


there is no means for merchant ships of 
the oil burning type to dispose of their 
bilge water and oil waste except by pump. 
ing overboard, either in or near harbor. 

Expressing the opinion that only a 
small part of the damage from water pol- 
lution comes from oil—other trade wastes 
being guilty also—Mr. Hayes suggested a 
government investigation to cover acid 
waste, etc., to ascertain what the facts 
are. In conclusion he suggested that the 
pumping of oil waste ‘into the sea could 
not be stopped beyond the three mile 
limit. 

David M. Neuberger of New York, repre- 
senting the Interstate Committee on Pre- 
vention of pollution in water and beaches, 
came back with the proposition that the 
government could refuse to issue clear- 
ance papers to ships unless they could 
satisfy the authorities that they had dis- 
posed of their bilge water and oil waste 
satisfacorily. 


Water Pollution Discussed 


F. _S. MclIlhenny, speaking for the 
American Petroleum Institute. pointed out 
some of the difficulties presented in the 





framing of legislation along the lines pro- 
posed. He said the Appleby bill was 
broad enough to cover every water with- 


in the United States. He expressed the 
opinion that regulations against pollution 
of waters should be so arranged as to 
permit a certain amount of necessary pol- 
lution at certain places, suggesting that 
this might be proper at a Southern Texas 
oil port, while it might be very injurious 
in a north Atlantic coast harbor. Some 
government authority should define what 
is and what is not pollution, Mr. MclTl- 
henny argued. He said that concerns 
dumping wastes into sewers would not be 
affected by the Appleby bill, as sewage 
is exempted. In conclusion, the speaker 
said he realizeed that almost superhuman 
intelligence would be required to frame 
legislation along proper lines. 

W. F. Gibbs, representing the Ameri- 
can Steamship Owners’ Association. said 
that the proposed legislation would hand- 
icap the American merchant’ marine, 
which is competing with the world. Sixty-

AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTS’ ASSN. 
ASKS PROTECTION OF CHEMISTRY 





Official Analysts Petition Congress for Beneficial Legislation; 
Analyses of Drugs, Fertilizers and Oils Discussed; 
Wiley Condemns Beer 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26, 1921. 

The Association of Official Agricultural 
Chemists closed its most successful thirty- 
eighth annual meeting today. There was 
an attendance of 300 and the interest 
was sustained throughout the three days 
of the convention, 

The convention adopted resolutions call- 
ing upon Congress to continue “adequate 
beneficial legislation’ until American 
chemical industries have become firmly 
established. Resolutions were also adopted 
recommending establishment of the metric 
system, and indorsing the aims and pur- 
poses of the international conference of 
limitation of armaments, soon to be held 
in this city. 

The following officers were elected :— 


President, F. P. Veitch, of the Paper and 
Leather Laboratory, Bureau of Chemis- 
try, Department of Agriculture; vice- 
president, A. J. Patten, East Lansing, 
Mich.; secretary-treasurer, W. W. Skin- 
ner, Bureau of Chemistry; chairman 
board of editors, R. T. Balcom, Bureau 
of Chemistry. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace wel- 
comed the delegates and told them he 
would in every possible way assist in the 
solution of agricultural chemistry prob- 


lems. He said that more chemistry is 
needed in agriculture and that chemists 
are among the best friends the farmer 


has. Mr. Wallace dwelt upon the grow- 
ing need for fertilizer and the extension 
of the areas of the country needing the 
same. He thanked the delegates for their 
good work in assisting the government in 
its agricultural chemical work and praised 
the spirit of co-operation that exists 
among them and as between the State 
and Federal and municipal chemists. 


Wiley Condemns Beer as Medicine 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, former chief of 
the Bureau of Chemistry and an hon- 
orary president of the association, deliv- 
ered an interesting address in which he 
declared that chemists must make it pos- 
sible to procure larger yields of farm 
products. He indorsed the metric system 
and attacked the yeast eating fad and 
the medicinal beer regulations recently 
issued by the Treasury Department. Dr. 
Wiley, who is 77 years of age, told the 
delegates that the surgeons had planned 
to operate for cataracts on his eyes, but 


that he had asked them to postpone the 
operation so as not to disappoint the 


He was assured of 
associates in his 


chemists’ convention. 
the good wishes of his 
coming ordeal. 

Senator Edward F. Ladd of North Da- 
kota was scheduled to address the con- 
vention, but was called West on political 
matters. He was, however, elected an 
honorary life member of the association 
in recognition of his distinguished services 
to agriculture and chemistry. 


The convention was largely devoted to 
the reading of papers telling methods of 
analysis of food and drinks, drugs and 


medicines, fertilizers and feeds, which are 
under the jurisdiction of official chemists 
administering pure food, drug, fertilizer 
and feed laws under the Federal, State 
and municipal governments. 

It was announced that the journal of 
the association has disposed of accumu- 
lated material and can accept original 
contributions relative to the subjects just 
mentioned. It was also announced that 
an edition of the book of official methods 
of analysis is exhausted and that R. E. 
Doolittle, of Chicago, will plan the next 
revision of the book. Information rela- 
tive to changes should be sent to him, it 
is said. 

Drug Section Has Extensive Program 

The drug section was a feature of the 
convention, being in session the first two 
days of the meetings, whereas in past 
years that section has occupied only half 
a day or less. G. W. Hoover, in charge 
of the Chemistry Bureau’s laboratory at 
Chicago, presided over the drug_ section, 
at which some twenty reports and papers 
were presented and discussed. This branch 
of the association has devoted its time 
and attention largely to the chemical 
analysis of drugs considered important 
for use by physicians and patients, for 
which sufficient data relative to the 
analysis has not been available. Such 
studies will be continued and new sub- 
jects will be taken up during the coming 
year, Dr. Hoover announced. 

In connection with the drug section and 
its work it was said that the policy of 
official chemists and of legitimate medici- 
nal and drug interests is to reduce the 
quantities of alcohol contained in drugs 
and medicines as far as practicable.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28, 1921. 

Large quantities’ of drugs and medical 
and hospital supplies are included in a 
mass of surplus army material to be sold 
at auction at New Orleans on November 
29. This is but one of a series of auction 
sales to be conducted in various parts 
of the country during the next six weeks 
or so under the direction of the quarter- 
master general, at which $2,500,000 worth 
of materials of various kinds are to be 
disposed of. 


Tax 


Senate Decides to 
Beer and Wine 


Washington, Oct. 28, 1921. 

A tax of 60 cents a gallon 
on medicinal beer was de- 
cided upon without a record 
vote in the Senate today 
when a revised amendment 
to the revenue bill was 
adopted. The amendment 
was offered by Senator 
Wadsworth of New York, 
and provides also for taxes 
of $1.20 a gallon on wines 
and $6.40 a proof gallon on 
whisky when used for me- 
dicinal purposes. 

The revision of the amend- 
ment consisted in adding a 
provision that the aforemen- 
tioned rates would be dou- 
bled on beer, wine, or whis- 
ky diverted to beverage use, 
the extra tax to be paid by 
the person responsible for 
the diversion. 
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Herty Heads Synthetic Chemi- 
cal Organization; Hoover 
at Its Baptism 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28, 1921. 

In at the “baptism,’’ as he expressed it, 
of the proposed new Synthetic Organic 
Chemical Manufacturers’ Association, at 
the Washington Hotel here tonight, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert Hoover in- 
dorsed the movement to organize synthetic 
organic chemical interests, and gave his 
ideas as to how the new organization could 
prove useful in the fields of discovery and 
development, in the utilization of waste 
materiais of other industries, doing educa- 
tional work, etc. 

He referred to the importance of the 
dyestuff industry from the standpoint of 
the national defense, and expressed the 
opinion that the government should be 
interested “in a most benevolent manner.” 

Secretary Hoover took advantage of 
the opportunity afforded by the launching 
of the new chemical organization to ex- 
press his views as to the importance and 
value of trade associations generally and 
the work they do. He regretted the fact 
that such associations as a class “have 
been subject to a great deal of criticism 
because some very small minority of the 
associations have undertaken practices 
that were, in fact or in suspicion, a viola- 
tion of the restraint of trade acts.” 


Hoover on Trade Associations 


Secretary Hoover referred to recent 
data collected by the Federal Trade Com- 


mission in regard to trade associations 
and their activities, and said that less 
than 10 per cent. of the trade associa- 


tions of the United States have been ac- 
cused of any alleged objectionable prac- 
tices. He said that there were organiza- 
tions created under the guise of trade 
associations ‘‘for the purpose of restraint 
of trade and of combination; that it had 
brought the whole world of trade associa- 
tions into some criticism.’’ He declared 
that he was convinced that the vast ma- 
jority of trade associations have objec- 
tives “not in the remotest sense against 
the public interest.’’ Out of thirty-four 
different activities carried on by various 
trade associations only two ‘‘were at all 
subject to discussion as to whether or 
not they were against public interest.’’ 
He concluded that trade associations have 
been “unduly criticized,’’ and that they 
are the only avenue by which government 
and industries can get in contact. 

Secretary Hoover's remarks’ about 
trade associations generally were regard- 
ed as particularly significant in view of 
the fact that he has been studying the 
subject for months, conferring with the 
Attorney General and other officials in re- 
gard to this matter, and contemplated 
some public announcement or announce- 
ments relative to a constructive policy to 
be pursued by and toward trade associa- 
tions. Only a week or two ago the Attor- 
neey General stated that the proposed an- 
nouncement would probably not be made 
while the hardwood lumber case involv- 
ing the open price competition plan was 
pending before the United States Supreme 
Court. Apparently. however, Secretary 
Hoover did not wish to delay some gov- 
ernment pronouncement for the benefit of 
trade associations indefinitely, and hence 
gave expression to his carefully thought- 
out views at the meeting of the organic 
chemical men. 

Secretary Hoover was introduced to the 
meeting by R. C. Jeffcott, president of the 
American Dyes Institute, who acted as 
chairman of the meeting. Following Sec- 
retary Hoover’s address the meeting got 
down to business, including consideration 
of the form and scope of the new organ- 
ization, its constitution and by-laws, ete. 
Certain details of the organization re- 
mained over until Saturday. 


Favors Dyestuffs Embargo 


The understanding was that the new 
ranization would get behind proposed 
legislation for an embargo on dyestuffs 
and certain other chemicals, in connec- 
tion with the bill for a permanent tariff. 
A thought in the minds of many of those 
present was that eventually the new or- 
ganization, being much broader than, but 
covering also the same field as the Amer- 
ican Dyes Institute, may absorb many of 
the functions of the institute. 

Experts and representatives of govern- 
ment departments and technical organiza- 
tions. as well as dyestuff and chemical 
manufacturers attended the_ meeting. 
Among those present were:—F. S. Dick- 
son, of the dye and chemical section of 
the Treasury Department; W. H. DeLong, 
of the chemical section of the U. S. 
Tariff Commission; Paul Moore, National 
Research Council; Dr. C. L. Parsons, sec- 
retary of the American Chemical Society ; 
Dr. C. H. Herty, Joseph H. Choate, coun- 
sel for the Chemical Foundation; Joseph 
Gallagher. of the Proprietary Associa- 
tion, and others. 


The Day’s Session 


The manufacturers of synthetic organic 
chemicals assembled in conference at the 
hotel earlier in the day for the purpose 
of organizing the Synthetic Organic Chem- 
ical Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States, in accordance with a con- 
clusion reached at a similar meeting held 
on September 15 at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, New York city. The idea has been 
gaining favor for some time, it seems, 
that such an organization should _be 
created, which would be more inclusive 
than the American Dyes Institute, so as 
to include in its membership manufac- 
turers of medicinals, aromatics, perfumes, 
toilet preparations, photographic chem- 
icals, synthetic tanning materials, and 
other products which come under the head 
of organic chemicals, so that the entire 
industry in all its branches may be repre- 
sented in one large body to co-operate 
with the government in such matters and 
promote research, ete. It is said that the 
new association is to replace the institute

The fine weather all over the coun- 
try made the month a

amount of new construction begun 


during the month will be a good one, 
and the outlook is for more than nor- 


mal winter construction work. In 
most lines of paint materials the 
month has been the best that has been 
known for some time. In the first place 
the demand for white lead broke all 
records for the month since there has 
been a white lead business in this 
country. Early in the month the de- 
mand for the lead oxides was slow, but 
there has been improvement, and the 
best part of it is that the increase in 
the demand has come largely from the 
large industries, which is a_ straw 
pointing to generally improving condi- 
tions in this country. The zine oxide 
business was very poor early in the 
season, and it looks as if the showing 
of the last quarter of 1921 would be 
much the best of any quarter of the 
year. There has been a good seasonal 
demand for lithopone, for which the 
eall has been good all year, with the 
exception of some dull spots. 
Manufacturers and importers, of dry 
colors report a very satisfactory busi- 
ness for the month. Some of the 


largest domestic producers say that 
they did much more business during 


the month than during any other this 
year. There is some complaint among 
color makers as to prices, but none 
just at this time as to opportunities to 
sell goods. Claims are made that iron 
blues, chrome greens and yellows are 
selling at prices which leave little or 
no margin of profits, and advances are 
predicted. This, does not alter the fact 
that there has been a general reduction 
of stocks in first hands during the past 
month, and that the market is in better 
shape than it was a month ago. 

In all the minor paint materials de- 
mand has been more nearly up to the 
season recently than at any other time 
during the year. 

Last week there was a certain hesi- 
tancy among buyers of certain classes 
of goods about placing orders for fear 
that deliveries might be interefered 
with, and the announcement that there 
would be no railroad strike was a most 
grateful one. There is a feeling in the 
paint industry that if railroads can 
see their way clear to reduce freight 
rates a great business year ahea:i for 
1922. 

In spite of the fact that some buyers 
were holding back, there was a good 
business reported in some lines for the 
week. One large dealer in dry colors 
said that the week was the besi his 
firm had known for a long time. 

As a rule prices remained unchanged, 
There is no talk of advancing lead piz- 
ments at this time, and the recent ad- 
vance in spelter makes a cut in zine 
oxide prices something that is not con- 
sidered. In the lithopone market there 
has been a revival of demand that has 
been a surprise to producers, who were 
somewhat perturbed when there was a 
let-up in buying during the late sum- 
mer, and—in spite of a good deal of 
foreign competition—they show no dis- 
position to cut their quotations. 

In dry colors there have been a great 
many reductions, and in some 
there is now talk of advances. Late in 
the week one of the leading producers 
of iron blues announced an advance in 
the price of five cents a pound, and, on 
account of the yellow prussiate of soda 
market, the other producers may follow 
that advance this week. All the other 
leading producers and handlers of dry 
said that they made no price

WHITE LEAD.—In spite of the fact 
that corroders report some slackening 
in the demand for white lead, they 
have no reason for complaint over the 
business they are doing in this ma- 
terial, and continue to work their 
plants full time. There has been a 
great deal of white lead gone into con- 
sumption during the last few months, 
and it has not lost any of its popular- 
ity. There have been no price reduc- 
tions in competing materials that has 
weakened its position in the jleast. 
There was quite as much anxiety on 
the part of buyers to secure prompt 
delivery of the goods that they had or- 
dered last week as there was the week 


before. Prices were unchanged. Quo- 
tations follow:—Dry, in casks, 64@ 
74%4c. per pound; in oil, in 100-pound 


kegs, less than 500 pounds, 12.25c.; 500 
pounds to 2,000 pounds, 11.02c.; 2,000

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
A little better demand for this mate- 
rial has been reported recently and 
makers are very hopeful that there is 
going to be steady improvement. Buy- 
ers, however, are still conservative and 
not prone to anticipate future require- 
ments. The price remained unchanged 
at 6%, @7e. per pound. 

RED LEAD.—There was an im- 
provement in the call for red lead re- 
ported by some producers, and there 
has undoubtedly been an increase in 
consumption in the New York district 
recently. There is usually a good deal 
of metal painted for protection at this 
season of the year. There is still much 
to be desired, however, in the charac- 
ter of the demand from the railroads 
and the big industries. Quotations fol-

LITHOPONE.—Most of the foreign 
lithopone that is coming in goes direct 
to consumers. The heaviest shipments 
this year have been from Belgium to a 
large American consumer who is inter- 
ested in a Belgian plant. There 
however, an effort being made to sell 
imported material to the general trade 
right along, but it has not as yet inter- 
fered to any great extent with the busi- 
ness of the large domestic producers. 
While no complaint is heard of the 
material brought in from Belgium, 
there has been complaint of the char- 


is, 


acter of German importations. There 
continues to be a good demand for 
lithopone and every indication that 


consumption next spring is going to be 
at least normal. It does not seem that 
producers will carry over more than 
normal stocks at the end of the year. 
There is always an accumulation in 
first hands at the opening of the 
spring season, but in the past it has 
never been more than was needed to 
supply the demand. There is some im- 
ported available for immediate deliv- 
ery at 54c. a pound, but the amount is 
not large. Forward deliveries are of- 
fered under this price. Domestic holds 
steady at 6c. per pound in bags, 6\c. 
in barrels in car lots and 6%c. in bar- 
rels, less than car lots, 

ORANGE MINERAL.—The reduction 
in the prices of foreign orange mineral 
reported in this column last week did 
not bring in any great demand, as even 
at the reduction announced both 
French and German goods are higher 
than is asked for domestic, and con- 
sumers have become accustomed to us- 
ing American material, and there seems 
little probability of there ever being 
as much imported used in this country 
as there was before the war. There has 
been some improvement in the demand 
for domestic goods, but it has not yet 
been as great as producers would like 
to see. Domestic was quoted at 11@13c. 
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oe German at 14c. and French 
at 15c, 

ZINC OXIDE.—The demand from 
tire makers holds up well, and makers 
of zinc oxide say that there ] -s been 
a decided improvement in the takings 
by the paint industry. There has been 
an advance in the price of zinc since 
there has been any change in oxide 
quotations, so there is no talk of any 
price reduction, and makers are not 
willing to interfere with the demand 
by making a price advance. There is 
some foreign oxide coming in, and im- 
ported green seal is offered at 10c. per 
pound and imported white seal at 114c. 
There has not been enough brought in 
as yet, however, to in any way inter- 
fere with the demand for domestic.

DRY COLORS 


The week was a fairly satisfactory 
one in the dry color market as far as 
the interest exhibited by consumers 
was concerned.

It was not that there 
was particular activity in any certain 
lines, but rather that there was an 
improved general interest in all sorts 
of colors. There are producers, how- 
ever, Who are not nearly as well satis- 
fied with prices as they are with os 
0 


ness. The advance in the price 

yellow prussiate of soda has hit mak- 
ers of iron blues and some related 
colors very hard, and last week it was 
found difficult to get this basic raw 
material at any price. The result is 
that an advance in the price of iron 
blues is threatened—in fact, at least 
one leading producer announced an 


advance on Friday afternoon. If blues 
go up it is probable that chrome greens 
will follow, and chrome yellows should 
stiffen, although the chrome yellow 
market is still in a much demoralized 
condition. 

There was a good demand for sienna 
and umber, which was probably a re- 
sult of the recently announced price 
reductions, and the popular” reds 
showed a strong undertone. The only 
positive price change in the whole list 
was an advance of five cents in Eng- 


lish vermilion.

There has been a good demand for 


the most used blacks for some time 
past, and there was no _ let-up last 
week. On the other hand, there was 


continued improvement, and more in- 
terest shown by the paint industry.

Blues 


The iron blue market was greatly 
disturbed last week by the condition 
of the yellow prussiate of soda mar- 
ket. This basic raw material in the 
making of iron blues has been advanc- 
ing for some time, end last week color 
makers were asked 14% cents a pound 
for it and found it difficult to obtain 
even at that price. There has been a 
great reduction in stocks of iron blues 
in first hands, and there is demand 
enough to justify active production at 
this time; therefore, a shortage of raw 
material is a very serious matter. 
Makers of iron blues say that they 
have not been able to bring about any 
reduction in labor costs and that under 
existing conditions the quoted price of 
50 cents a pound, which has been in 
effect for some time, does not allow 
them any margin of profit. One lead- 
ing maker stated late in the week that 
he was sending out an announcement 
of an advance to a 55@60c. level, and 
as other producers have been talking 
about an advance for some time, all 
the leading producers may quote an 
increase this week. There has been 
a great deal of iron blue sold during 
the last month, and one leading pro- 
ducer said that the volume of his busi- 
ness for October was 50 per cent. larg- 
er than for any other month in the 
vear. He complained, however, that it 
had not netted him a fair return. _The 
demand for ultramarine at 10@35c. a 
pound was fully up to the season. 


Browns 
The recently announced reductions 
in the price of some of the foreign 
earths seems to have had the effect 


of stimulating demand, and there was 


a good market for both sienna and 
umber last week. The tone of the 
whole brown list was good.

A rather sharp advance in spirits of 
turpentine was the principal feature 
of the local market for naval stores 
last week. This carried the price to 
8ic. per gallon, showing a net rise of 
7e. for the week. At the close of the 
period the tone of the market was dis- 
tinctly firm, and sentiment in trade 
circles was optimistic, although in the 
opinion of some the rise discounted 
much that is bullish in the situation 
as it exists at the present time. The 
spot reflected the firmer tone devel- 
oped in the Southern markets, and the 
trend of prices there was also up- 
ward. Some expect to witness a firm 
market for some time to come, espe- 
cially as the strike prospects on the 
railroads of the country have been 
eliminated through the actions of the 
unions in calling off the threatened 
strike. 

Offerings of turpentine were light 
throughout the week in the local mar- 
ket, and, according to advices from 
the primary centers, the offerings 
there were also noticeably small. De- 
mand everywhere increased, a_ fact 
which of itself, has had a tendency to 
make holders hold aloof and await fur- 
ther developments. Not only did de- 
mand from domestic buyers show an 
improvement in all of the leading mar- 
kets of the country, but there was also 
an increase noted in the inquiry for 
export. English buyers were in the 
market, and there are some in the 
trade who would not be surprised to 
witness a further increase in the de- 
mand from this source in the not dis- 
tant future. Supplies among British 
consumers and dealers are declared to 
be far below normal, and the situation 
with respect to supplies in the hands 
of Continental buyers is said to be 
similar. 

The Continental demand has thus 
far failed to show any increase of con- 
sequence, and, so far as business with 
yermany is concerned, some contend 
that there is no likelihood of any ship- 
ments of consequence to that country 
until financial conditions there change 
decisively for the better. 

The statistical position of both tur- 
pentine and rosin in this country is 
gradually becoming stronger, accord- 
ing to some in the trade. Savannah 
touched 75c. at the close of the week 
for turpentine, and there are some 
members of the trade here who do not 
expect to see the price react much 
from that level in the near future, bas- 
ing their belief on the idea that the 
demand from domestic consumers and 
for export account is likely to increase 
sooner or later. Stocks of naval stores 
in the hands of buyers everywhere are 
believed to be small after a prolonged 
period of cautious buying, and with 
general trade in this country slowly 
but steadily improving it is contended 
that an increase in takings of turpen- 
tine and rosin may reasonably be ex- 
pected. Like consumers of other de- 
scriptions of merchandise, buyers of 
naval stores have been pursuing a 
hand-to-mouth policy in purchasing 
operations for many months past, and 
their holdings, it is contended by some, 
are smaller than ever before at this 
period of the year. 

Some improvement was noted late in 
the week in the export demand for 
rosin, though no transactions of im- 
portance were reported. Australian 
and Japanese interests were in the 
market, and some anticipate an in- 
crease in actual sales for shipment to 
those countries. Inquiries were also 
reported from Argentine and Brazil, 
though such transactions as were re- 
ported did not involve any important

TURPENTINE 


In some quarters at the week end 


82c. per gallon was demanded. 
Prominent interests quoted 8lc. 
although sales were reported at the 


lower figure. The tone of the market, 
as already intimated, was very firm. 
With the Savannah market up to T5c.

TAR AND PITCH.—The recent cut 
in the market for pitch was followed 
by some increase in the inquiry There 
were no sales of importance reported, 
however, actual business still being 
mainly of a very conservative charac- 
ter. In prominent quarters $6 per bar- 
rel was still quoted at the close of the 
market, but in some circles as high as 
$6.75 was demanded, though there were 
no sales reported at the latter figure. 
Tar remained quiet at the decline pre- 
viously announced to $10 for kiln 
burned. It was also possible to pur- 
chase retort at $10 per barrel, though 
in one quarter $11 was quoted and 
some business was reported to have 
been transacted at the latter figure. 

PINE, ROSIN AND TAR OILS.— 
Pure oil has been maintained at re- 
cently prevailing levels. Consumers 
appear to be interested only in small 
quantities as a rule, but there has been 
no increase in supplies, the holdings 
of all grades seemingly being unusu- 
ally light. In such circumstances sell- 
ers showed no disposition to shade 
$1.30 per gallon for high grade steam 
distilled, while for the lower quality 
$1.20 was demanded. The market still 
seems to be bare of destructive dis- 
tilled. Rosin oil ruled steady through- 
out the week with the demand routine. 
Closing quotations were:—First recti- 
fied, 37c.; second, 39c.; third, 44c., and 
fourth, 52c. Genuine distilled tar oil 
was quoted at 50c., and commercial at 
31l4e. 

GUM THUS.—No improvement was 
reported in the demand for gum thus 
during the week, but the absence of 
any demand of importance was offset 
by the smallness of supplies available 
for prompt delivery. The market re- 
mained steady at $25 per barrel of 280 
pounds. Futures were quoted $20.40 
per barrel.

During the 1919-20 season 9,000 tons 
of resin were extracted, from which were 
produced 6,300 tons of tar and 1,800 tons 
of essences. The extraction in 1920-21 
amounted to 17,000 tons, from which 
12,400 tons of tar and 3,600 tons of 
essences were produced. The extraction 
and distillation of resin begins in May 
and ends in October. Stocks of turpentine 
essences in the market are practically 
nil by reason of the low Portuguese ex- 
change. which led exporters to increase 
their shipments in order to take advantage 
of the high prices in appreciated cur- 
rencies abroad, There is no way of 
determining the existing stocks of tar. 
Holders refuse to give any information 
and insist on maintaining present prices. 
An estimate of the stocks would be ap- 
proximately 10,000 tons. 

Portugal consumes 2,000 tons of tur- 
pentine essences and 2,000 tons of tar 
per annum. The pine forests cover an 
area of 773,000 hectares—an area 
greater by 100,000 hectares than that 
covered by the Girondese forests of 
France. 


Naval Stores Production in Spain 


The resin, turpentine, pitch, and naval 
stores industry in Spain is controlled hy 
La Union Resinera Espanola, which made 
immense profits during the war and 
which is today in a very prosperous f'inan- 
cial condition. At present it is one of 
the most powerful and potent trusts in 
that country. The Union Resinera Espa- 
nola has recently made an alliance with 
a German firm for the purpose of enlarg- 
ing its activities, and the new company is 
called the Industrial Resinera Ruth, 70 
per cent. of the capital of which will be 
subscribed by the Union Resinera. The 
new company will engage in the manu- 
facture of products derived from the dis- 
tillation and refining of resin, and fish 
and olive oils. It will make varnishes, 
enamels, prepared driers, paints, lino- 
leum, glue, aniline and other chemicals, 
including synthetic camphor.

seed, and as the crop in this country 
is expected to turn out considerably 
smaller than the previous one, there 
are some who contend that American 
crushers will have to increase their 
takings of South American seed. The 
visible supply in Argentina is not con- 
sidered heavy for this period of the 
season, but Eastern crushers of oil 
do not seem to be worried about their 
future requirements. 

In the Northwest, however, crushers 
have displayed, increased interest in 
the market for seed recently, espe- 
cially crushers in the interior. They 
have secured more orders for oil and 
they have entered the market for the 
raw material. In addition to the in- 
crease in orders for oil they have been 
led to increase their takings of seed 
by reports that farmers in some sec- 
tions of the Northwest were dissatis- 
fied with prevailing prices and were 
determined to hold for higher prices. 
Whether growers really intend to 
withdraw from the market or not re- 
mains to be seen, but the rumors that 
they were contemplating such action 
has undoubtedly led to _ increased 
activity in the seed markets. and it is 
of interest to note that the shipments 
of seed from the leading markets at the 
Northwest have latterly increased. It 


is also of interest to point out that 
the demand for high grade seed has 
increased of late and that sharp

Flaxseed Duty of 30 Cents a Bushel

WASHINGTON, Oct. 


A number of Western 
Senators, members of the so-called 
cultural bloc, are agreeing upon a list of 
agricultural products and rates of duty 
which they want inserted in the bill for 
a permanent tariff. Meetings are held 
from time to time to deal with the sub- 
ject, under the chairmanship of Senator 
Gooding, of Idaho. 

The schedules so far agreed upon, 
which will be recommended to the Finance 
Committee, call for a rate of 30 cents per 
bushel on flaxseed, compared to 25 cents 
as now provided for in the Fordney tariff 
bill that has passed the House.

COTTONSEED OIL 

There was some irregularity in cot- 
tonseed oil prices though no wide 
fluctuations occurred. At the close of 
the period prices were moderately 
higher. The offerings were light much 
of the time, ring traders being the 
principal sellers. Some have an idea 
that there is a considerable short in- 
terest in the market for account of 
local traders. Houses with southern 


connections were good buyers at times, 
especially of March, though they also 
took January and May to some extent. 
Sentiment among oil refiners at the 
south is declared to be bullish owing 
to the smallness of the crop. It is of 
interest to note that according to an 
official report recently published sup- 
plies of refined oil at plants were ma- 
terially smaller than they were a year 
ago though supplies of crude, on the 
other hand, were considerably in ex- 
cess of the holdings at this time last 
vear. On recessions in prices there 
was scattered buying by commission 


houses and also for Wall Street. De- 
liveries on October contracts during 
the week were smaller than had been 
expected. Offerings of crude oil from 
the south were light. An improve- 
ment in the demand for lard had a 
strengthening effect at times. Trading 
was not on a very large scale, how- 
ever. After advancing for a_ time 
English and Egyptian prices weak- 
ened abroad and this was not without 
some influence here.

affair these days. Business in the pre- 
vious week had fallen sharply in vol- 
ume, Early last week the market 
turned right ubout and resumed activ- 
ity which as the week wore away took 
‘ meth of old time spect. The 
we developments were “spotty’ 
they touched tne market here and there 
and every point touched was found to 
be sensiti. and delicately balanced 
for an adv ce, 


Resumed activity was principally in 


the crude drug group; manufactured 
materials, fine chemicals and pharma- 
ceuticals showed relatively few 
changes and little gain in either in- 
quiries or demand. 

The significant feature in botanicals 
was the fact that conditions as out- 


lined in this column for some time past 





were demonstrated to have been rea- 
sonably sound and close to fact. The 
fact has been pointed out that liquida- 
tion has run a long course and that 
many materials were so poised as to 
render advances in price extremely 
probable once buyers began to operate 
more liberally. It was shown that re- 
placement costs in many articles were 
higher than spot prices in many ma- 
terials and level with many others. 

Demand was the needed impetus. 
Lacking that, the market was filled 
with advantageous values and attract- 
ive offerings to which buyers appar- 
ently paid but limited attention. Last 
week demand broadened rapidly—many 
thought the threatened strike at least 
partially responsible, owing to the 
rush character of instructions. 


Consider the higher prices developed 
sharply and with almost shocking sud- 
denness. Buchu and Valencia

almost unobtainable at 10@15ec. above

Chance played no part in such move- 
ments. The materials had been de- 
pressed, beaten down, and neglected 
for a long time. Values had reached a 
point where the market was de '‘icately 
balanced between price and stocks. It 
needed but a little sustained purchas- 
ing thrown against shrunken stocks to 
tilt high the price arm of the balance. 

This condition had been’ spoken 
about and prominence given to the 
basic improvement of the market It 
can be said that there are many other 
materials just as sensitively placed. In 
fact, sellers last week advised that 
buyers seriously examine the list and 
to pay special attention to low priced 
items that have been dull and neglect- 


ed for several months. Almost with- 
out exception such materia!s are 
soundly placed to experience a sharp 


reversal from positions, 

There was

Neoarsphenamine Samples Deteriorate 


While in Ampule 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 1921. 


In a recent report on the keeping qual- 
ities of neoarsphenamine while in ampule, 
the U. S. Public Health Service states 
that unlike arsphenamine, several lots of 
the former product, submitted to the Hy- 
gienic Laboratory here for re-examination 
during the last three years. comprising 
samples from practically every domestic 
manufacturer, have shown signs of de- 
terioration since their first examination. 
Many preparations of neoarsphenamine 
were encountered in which _ striking 
changes were noticed in many of their 
physicochemical properties, such as 
changes in color, toxicity, solubility, mo- 
bility in ampule, and odor. No instances 
of such changes were found in any of the 


arsphenamine examined. Examinations 
have also led to the conclusion that com- 
mercial neoarsphenamine is a relatively 


unstable substance in ampule, and that 
age, heat, and incomplete drying of the 
substance before ampuling are factors in 
eausing deterioration in commercial neo- 
arsphenamine. 


Glycerin Exports in September Were 
Valued at $14,337 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 1921. 


Domestic exports of geglvcerin during 
September aggregated 103,622 nounds, 
and were valued at a total of $14,337, 


according to records of the U. S. Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. Im- 
ports of crude glycerin amounted to 
88.644 pounds, valued at $10,351. 

Of the exports, Canada received 43,237 
pounds, valued at $5,250. while Japan 
was. also a large purchaser, her share 
being 35,200 pounds, valued at $4,780. 
Mexico was the next largest importer of 
this product, her share being 11,360 
pounds, valued at $1,880; 8,022 nounds, 
valued at $1,225, was sent to Chile, and 
2.700 pounds, valued at $462, went to 
China. Ten other countries participated 
in this trade, as follows :— 

British Honduras, 5 pounds, $1; Costa 
Rica, 178 pounds, $79: Nicaragua, 60 
pounds, $11; Panama. 210 pounds, $40: 
Salvador. 50 pounds, $11; Newfoundland 
and Labrador, 200 pounds, $42; Domin- 
ican Republic, 50 nounds, $11; Brazil, 
772 pounds, $140; Colombia, 628 pounds, 
$189; Philippine Islands, 950 pounds, 
$216. 


Revenue Bureau Issues Instructions 

for Dispensing Narcotic Drugs 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 1921. 

In accordance with recent court de- 
cisions in narcotic cases and the attitude 
of the medical profession on the subject 
generally. the Internal Revenue Bureau 
has issued instructions amending previous 
instructions as to the proper procedure 
to be followed in the prescribing and 
dispensing of narcotic drugs and outlining 
the treatment of addiction which is per- 
missible under the Harrison law. It 
should be born in mind, the bureau points 
out that these instructions must nec- 
essarily be general in their nature, “as 
it is impossible to lay down an inflexible 
rule which will cover all cases; and that 
thev are subject to modification through 
further interpretation of the law by the 
courts.”

New Revenue Rules Regarding 
Branch Warehouses and Agencies 
for Liquors 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 1921. 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue has 
just issued instructions relative to the 
esiadlishment of branca warehouses and 


agencies under T. D. 3208 for the distri- 
bution of taxpaid intoxicating liquors for 
non-beverage purposes; also as. to bonds 
and the forwarding of permits generally, 
and bottling at general bonded ware- 
houses. The official statement distin- 
guishes a warehouse and an agency as 
follows :—- 

A warehouse may be established by a quali- 
fied manufacturer of liquor of any sort. The 
proprietor of an industrial alcohol plant, a 
whiskey distillery, brandy distillery, rum dis- 
tillery or bonded winery may establish 
warehouse on premises owned or rented by 
him. The premises must be well adapted in 
character and location for such purpose, and 
the manufacturer must have exclusive control 
and management thereof. He must retain title 
to the liquor until it is sold, procure a permit 
to operate the warehouse, give the bond, keep 
the records and make the returns. No liquor 
other than that produced by the proprietor 
thereof may be brought on the warehouse 
premises, and no other industry or business 
may be conducted therein by the proprietor 
or any other person. 

Agencies may be established only by proprie- 
tors of industrial alcohol plants and by pro- 
prietors of bonded wineries, for the possession, 
sale and delivery of alcohol or wines for sacra- 





mental purposes or like religious rites. The 
proprietor of the industrial alcohol plant or 
winery must retain title to the liquor until 
sold at the agency, obtain the permit, give the 
bond, and see that records are kept and re- 
turns made. Such agency differs from the 
warehouse in that it may be in a room or 


building in which another industry or business 
is carried on, and under the control and man- 
agement and in the name of the agent desig- 
nated by the manufacturer. 


Carbonated Beverage Makers Protest 
Soft Drinks Tax 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 28, 1921. 


At its third annual meeting held here 
October 26 to 28, the American Associa- 
tion of Bottlers of Carbonated Beverages 
protested against the imposition of any 
special taxes whatever on the soft drink 
industry or on any such ingredients as 
are necessary to thd manufacture of 
soft drinks, and declared such action to 
be discriminatory and altogether unfair 
and unjust. An appeal was addressed to 


Congress setting forth that the associa- 
tion did not concede the fairness of 
singling out its industry for the imposi- 


tion of special State and Federal taxes. 
The opinion was expressed that carbo- 
nated beverages should not be taxed 
differently from cereal beverages. 

The association went on record as de- 
termined to bring about a reduction of 
a poem of carbonated beverages to five 
cents.

Castor Oil Production in Argentina 


There are five important factories in 
Argentina producing castor oil and sev- 
eral other vegetable-oil factories that 
manufacture it on occasion. In these fac- 
tories the oil is extracted both by the 
cold and the hot process. Prices for the 
1920-21 crop of castor beans ranged from 
14 to 18 pesos per kilo, husked (the peso 
at that time approximated $0.36 United 
States currency; the kilo equals 2.2 
pounds). The production of castor oil in 


Argentina is estimated to be between 
1,000,000 and 1,250,000 liters (1 liter 
equals 1.05 quarts), all of which is con- 


sumed locally. The importation of medic- 
inal castor oil was reduced from 401,660 
kilos in 1913 to 116,856 kilos in 1919. Up 
to the present the castor oil cake has 
found no application except as fuel since 
fertilizers are not ordinarily used in Ar- 
gentina. The cake has been selling at 
about 12 pesos per metric ton. 

There is an extensive territory in Ar- 
gentina well adapted to the cultivation of 
the castor oil plant. and the farmers of 
the northern part of Argentina are ready 
to produce more of the seed if there is a 
larger market. The oil manufacturers 
also claim to be able to produce a much 
greater quantity of castor oil if the mar- 
ket warrants it.

Chemical Market 


Unless otherwise specified, our prices are those prevailing in the New 
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Demand for industrial chemicals last 
week was not as active as during the 
previous one. A week ago the railroad 
strike was looming large; consumers, 
remembering experiences in the spring 
of 1920, rushed in and secured supplies 
sufficient to cover their requirements 
for the immediate future. As last week 
wore away, the trouble dwindled. No 
longer impelled by necessity, buying 
decreased, and the last half of the 
period was exceptionally quiet. Had it 
not been that export demand was 
stronger than ever, alkalies would have 
presented a most inactive position. 
Prices, however, were strong, and 
despite the lack of orders, there were 
numerous advances. Many of the 
major items went to higher levels, and 
from prospects at the close, seemed 
bound to remain ihere for a while, at 
leasi. 

Imported chemicals were practically all 
higher. Spot stocks of caustic potash, 
carbonate, and barium chloride were 
scarce; higher prices wece registered 
by all these. Importers were chary of 
qvoting for shipment owing to the aii- 
culties besetting German producers. 
The aepreciation of the German mark 
has wrought havoc in that market, and 
e.port permits were hard to yet from 
the German control bodv. tQuota*ions, 
also, kad to be in Americana currency, 
because the rasarations conmittee was 
getting practically nothing with marks 
worth sardly more than 4u 

In potashes there was some scar- 
city; late cables indicated that makers 
had little to offer. Dealers deemed it 
wiser to quote only on goods actually 
afloat. One of the important deveiop- 
ments was the method of quoting 
bleaching powder. Previously it had 
been 2c. on spot. The change was to 
the quotation of 2c., c. i. f., and the 
1.95¢e. price completely evaporated. 

Domestic makers announced an ad- 
vance of 1c in copper carbonate. The 
advance was apparently based on the 
higher price for copper during the first 
few weeks of the month. Early in the 
week, however, the copper situation 
changed abruptly, and almost synony- 
mously with the advance mentioned 
above the undercurrent eased. Blue 
vitriol was also affected, and it looked 
as if the advance that producers 
thought “must” go into effect would 
have to be abandoned temporarily at 
least. Weakness developed in copper 
owing to two of the largest sellers of- 
fering concessions in order to attract 
contracts. 

The trade now believes that the mar- 
ket is headed in a downward direction 
again because of the competition ex- 
pected between sellers. The cheerful 
atmosphere which prevailed right along 
in copper products has been chilled 
materially by these latest developments. 

A glance at the following table of 
advances and declines will give a fair 
idea of the market trend during the

ALUM.—Gradual elimination of im- 
ported alum is going on in the spot 
market, and prices were correspond- 
ingly firmer in tone. It was almost 
impossible to get further shipments of 
ammonia grades last week, and prices 
have advanced. Potash was also 
strong. Spot demand was better for 
ammonia, as the paper trade was in a 
more satisfactory position. Quotations 
ranged from $3.50 to $3.75 per 100 
pounds for lump ammonia, $3.75@4 for 
ground, and $4@4.25 for powdered. 
Potash, lump, ranged 3%@5%c. per 

pound, according to seller. 

Chrome grades were dull, and potash 
declined %c. at 8%@9c. per pound. 
Ammonia held at 74%4@10c. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—A ) vely 
buying movement was inaugurated by 
water plants and carload orders fre- 
quent. There was no longer competi- 
tion from imported goods, and the bet- 
ter demand stiffened prices. Iron free 
ranged $2.50@3 per 100 pounds, and 
commercial, $1.60@2. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—The mar- 
ket was unchanged, prices and demand

holding unchanged. Light was quoted 
from 22c. to 25c. per pound; heavy, 8@ 
8lec. 

AMMONIA AQUA.—Lack of opera- 
tions on the part of platers resulted in 
a very dull week. Prices were un- 
changed, but some producers made spe- 
cial quotations to favored customers, 
The range was:—l16-degree, 5@5%éc. 
per pound; 20-degree, 64@7%c., and 
26-degree, 744 @9c. 

AMMONIA ANHYDROUS.—Demand 
was not active, and some factors have 
withdrawn from the market. Quota- 
tions remained at 31@387c. per pound, 
but there was little doubt those prices 
could have been shaded. Rumors of 
28ce. were heard in the outside market, 
but could not be definitely confirmed. 

AMMONIA FLUORIDE.—There was 
more interest, and a little firmness de- 
veloped. Quotations were not so much 
subject to shading as previously, rang- 
ing from 20c. to 23c. per pound. 

AMMONIA NITRATE. — As_ with 
many other imported chemicals, a 
firmer tone prevailed. Quotations over 
the past fortnight had scored an ad- 
vance, but subsequently there was less 
demand, and the market halted in its 
upward swing. Last week demand was 
slow, and prices held at 74, @8'c. per 
pound. 

AMMONIAC SAL.—Imported was 
practically cleaned up and was quoted 
on a par with domestic. Shipment 
prices advanced so that it was impos- 
sible to buy German goods lower than 
domestic makers quoted. There was a 
steady demand, and some orders were 
for large quantities. At the close prices 
stood, per pound:—White granular, 7@ 
T%c.; gray, 7@7%4c., and lump, 15@20c. 

AN TIMON Y.—Needles were un- 
changed at 4%@T7c. per pound, and 
oxide at 6@9c. There was hardly any 
demand at all for either grade last 
week, and one large seller stated he 
could shade prices %c. on needles for 
carload business. Stocks of oxide were 
extensive, and the undertone weak. 
Chloride remained in usual routine de- 
mand at 14@16c. 

ANTIMONY SULPHURETS.—Slack- 
ness in the rubber industry resulted in 
a dull market. Repeated concessions 
have failed to attract buyers, and sell- 
ers are no longer having recourse to 
that method of stimulating business. 
It is a foregone conclusion there will 
be little improvement until the rubber 
industry picks up. Quotations were 
40@46c, per pound for crimson; golden, 
25@30c., and red, 16@17 per cent., 22% 
@26c. 

ARSENIC.—Further weakness devel- 
oped and the sale of a carload at 5%c. 
per pound marked a new low on the 
present movement. Small lots ranged 
to 6c., while some domestic was held 
by makers at 8c. for delivery. Demand 
was not heavy, and while there has 
been occasional carload business, most 
orders were small. Red was extremely 
dull at 11@12c. per pound. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—The market 
was strong and prices for chloride ad- 
vanced sharply. Goods afloat were sold 
to arrive at $55 per ton, and spot goods 
were not to be had much below $60 in 
the final trading. Shipments jumped 
to $49 per ton, and even then German 
makers were unable to fulfill obliga- 
tions. Supplies in their hands were 
light, and difficulty in getting export 
permits checked the trade. Domestic 
chloride was held at $60 per ton, and 
with present developments it looked as 
though American makers could again 
enter the market. Carbonate did not 
advance, but was also firm in tone, and 
ranged from $50 to $60 per ton. Bin- 
oxide was slow at 20@23c. per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Dealers 
were practically out of the market, and 
makers refused to quote below $2.25

While it was difficult to get 
prices in such an unsettled market, it 
was stated on good authority that 
plenty of metal could be had at 12%c. 
per pound. Some dealers were even 
shading to a greater extent, and there

cloud by the recent developments, and 
a good deal of the snap to the market 
was knocked out. Blue vitriol was 
quotably urtchanged, with 99 per cent. 
large crystals quoted at $5.25@5.65 per

imported material. The quality was 
uncertain, and some consumers feared 
to tackle it on account of the iron con- 
tent. Textile mills were free takers, 
but orders were small individually.

COPPER CARBONATE.—Apparent- 
ly based on the strength recently ob- 
served in copper, makers of carbonate 
advanced prices one cent last week, 
making quotations now 20@22c. per 
pound. Recent developments in copper, 
however, led to lower prices and even 
lower values are to be expected in the 


near future. This developed an easier 
undertone. Demand was along steady 


lines, but nothing remarkable. 

COPPERAS.—Supplies were in heavy 
volume in first hands and there has 
been some shading of prices on very 
large orders recently. Spot goods were 
not much affected, as barrels were the 
only kind obtainable, and remained at 
$1.75 per 100 pounds. At works, makers 
quoted from $15 to $20 per ton, 

FERRIC CHLORIDE—Was in light 
demand and spot stocks were heavy, 
with the result that undertones were 
weak. Quotations were uncertain, 
ranging about 8%@9c. per pound for 
crystals in barrels and 5@é6c. for liquid 
in carboys. 

FLUORSPAR.—Demand was stead- 
ily broadening, as acid makers in- 
creased their needs through heavier 
production. Prices were fair, with 
white acid grade $45@51 per ton. 
Washed gravel, at mines, ranged 
from $20. 

LEAD ACETATE—Was unsettled 
with prices unchanged, but sales went 
through fractionally under the sched- 
ule. Brown broken was in some de- 
mand and most of the sales were of 
that grade. Quotations were given, per 
pound, brown broken, 1054 @12c.; white 
erystals, 12@13c.; white, broken, 114%@ 
12%c.; granular, 11°54 @13\c. 








LIME ACETATE.—There was a big 
demand and some producers reported 
they were sold up. Export business 


flourished, and there were further ship- 
ments to Japan. Acetate ranged from 


$1.75 per 100 pounds. There was not 
much new to report on the situation, 
except a steadily exnanding demand 


and reduction in stocks. 
PHOSPHORUS—Was in steady de- 

mand, with spot stocks confined to a 

few holders, and prices holding firm 


at 35@40c. per pound for red, 30@35c. 
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for white or yellow and 40@42%c. for 
sesquisulphide. 

POTASH, CAUSTIC.—Spot imported 
advanced to 6c. per pound last week, 
and was exceedingly firm at that level. 
Spot stocks were low, and one of the 
largest factors stated that never before 
had he held so little goods as at the 
moment. Dealers quoted to 6%c. in 
many instances, and that figure gen- 
erally prevailed at the close. Ship- 
ments were quoted at 5%c., c. i. f., and 
even then there was difficulty in se- 
curing deliveries. The majority of 
importers found the situation too try- 
ing, and quoted only on goods actually 
afloat. It was stated in late cables 
that German producers incurred con- 
siderable difficulty in securing export 
permits and were forced by the Rep- 
aration Committee to quote in Amer- 
ican dollars because of the depreciated 
German mark. Domestic producers 
held prices unchanged at 12c, per pound 
for 88@92 per cent., but their attitude 
was less firm than previously. As 
prices of imported crawl up the ten- 
dency to put prices on a competitive 
basis grow. Domestic, 70@75 per cent., 
ranged 10@1\i1c. 

POTASH, CARBONATE. — Higher 
prices were in evidence, and 96@98 per 
cent. was not to be had below 64@ 
6%c. per pound at the close. A ship- 
ment price of 5\4c., c. i. f., was heard 


in one direction. Spot stocks were 
much reduced, and it was difficult to 
locate round lots. Demand was bet- 


ter, following the firmer trend, and it 
seemed to be the old story of a rising 


market inducing buying. The 80@85 
per cent. was less active, and prices 
did not show much change, ranging 


4%,@5c. on spot. Supplies were light, 
however, and the undertone exceeding- 
ly firm. 

POTASH, CHLORATE.—Spot prices 
were about steady at 6@7c. per pound, 
although the majority of holders were 
inclined to ask nearer 7c. than 6c. De- 
mand was exceptional and the market 
well cleaned up. The best shipment 
price heard was 5\c., c. i. f., but the 
factor so quoting admitted shipments 
to be uncertain. There has been some 
difficulty regarding export permits 
arising in Germany, and producers are 
forced to quote in American currency. 
This resulted in delays, and shipments 
were much behind. Domestic producers 
quoted unchanged at 12c. per pound, 
holding the quality of American goods 
sufficiently high to warrant the price. 

POTASH CYANIDE.—Prices were 
more or less nominal, as spot stocks 
were exhausted. A nominal price of 
30@32c. per pound was named in some 
directions.

tween chief sellers. Demand was not 
active, and an easier undertone crept 
in. At the close prices stood, per 
pound, 55@60c. for technical and 80@ 
90c. for U. 8S. P. 

HYDROFLUORIiC.—Spot stocks got 
quite low, and as a fair demand has 
sprung up some manufacturers were 
busy again. The 30 per cent. grade 
was most actively sought, although 
there has also been demand for 52 per 
cent. and 60 per cent. Prices were un- 
changed and the undercurrent was 
steadier than for some time. Quota- 
tions were as follows, per pound:— 
Thirty per cent., 7@8c.; 48 per cent., 
10@lic.; 52 per cent., 11@12c.; 60 per 
cent., 16@17c. 

LACTIC.—The market showed very 
little change over the week, an prices 
were steady. There was hardly any 
resale material, and as manufacturers 
offered at attractive prices consumers 
were again beginning to nibble. Quo- 
tations ranged:—Twenty-two per cent, 
dark, 44%@5c. per pound; 22 per cent., 
light, 5@5%c.; 44 per cent. light re- 
fined, 10@1z2c., and U. S. P. ninth re- 
vision, 60@65c.; eighth revision, 50@ 
55e. 

MURIATIC.—Demand was on quiet 
side and reported much less than a 
month ago. Occasional buying spurts 
during the previous week were not 
repeated. Makers’ prices were all on 
a par, as the lowest priced seller was 
not in a position to offer further as he 
had taken sufficient contracts to ab- 
sorb his output during the balance of 
the year. A good deal of shading has 
been done on recent business. Prices 
were named at $1.25@1.75 per 100 
pounds for 18 degree, $1.40@z for 20 
degree and $1.50@2.25 for 22 degree. 

NITRIC.—Lower prices have not had 
much effect on trading, and there was 
nothing to indicate that it would im- 
prove soon. The present range was, 
per 100 pounds:—Thirty-six degree, 
$5.25@6.25; 38 degree, $5.75@6.50; 40 
degree, $6.25@6.75; 42 degree, $6.75@ 
7.25. 

OXALIC.—Spot goods ranged 15@ 
16c. per pound, but the market was so 
unsettled down to 14%c. was probably 
nearer the bottom. Manufacturers 
have accepted business at even under 
that figure for shipment from works. 
Demand was good and laundries con- 
tinued heavy buyers. Competition, 
however, between first hands was as 
keen as ever, and so there was no 
chance of any improvement. 

PHOSPHORIC.—Fifty per cent. acid 
Was most active, but there was less 
life to trading than a couple of weeks 
back. With the cessation of the heavy 
call for summer drinks demand nat- 
urally was less, as that is the principal 
use it is put to. The price was steady 
at 12@15c. per pound. Syrupy 88 per 
cent. ranged 21@28c. 

SULPHURIC.—Sulphuriec acid plants 
were reported running about 75 per 
cent. This indicated an extremely im- 
proved condition in industrial condi- 
tions, as sulphuric was always re- 
garded as a barometer of the situa- 
tion. Demand was excelient and 
prices, while admitted something out 
of line, the best possible under present 
conditions. In tank cars 60 degree 
ranged $11@12 per ton and 66 degree 
$17@18. High priced surplus stocks 
have been greatly reduced and the po- 
sition was regarded as more favorable 
than any time before this year. 

TANNIC.—U. S. P. grades were un- 
changed at 80@90c. per pound, and in 
steady and light request. Technical 
grades puzzled factors, as the tanning 
industry has improved a lot of late, 
but there was no better call for acid. 
Quotations were 40@45c. 

TARTARIC.—Conditions in this sec- 
tion were about the same as ruled in 
citric. The action of the two materials 
paralleled to a great extent. There 
was hardly as active a demand for 
tartaric as citric, but the undertone 
was not so soft. Prices remained com- 
paratively steady at 26@27c. per pound 
in second hands. Makers quoted at 
35c. per pound for both powdered and 
crystals.

ages which it alleged it had suffered 


owing to the failure of various govern- 
ment departments to continue to buy per- 
manganate of potash under an implied 
agreement. The company stated that spe- 
cial plant was erected to cope with the 
demand for that chemical, which is used 
in the manufacture of saccharin, and that 
when the government sent to the United 
States for supplies of saccharin, the plant 
Which had been erected involved a loss. 

The company in question is the British 
Cyanide Company, Ltd., of Oldbury, near 
Birmingham. 

Sir John Simon on their behalf said 
that during the war there was a great 
searcity of permanganate of potash, but 
Mr. Kenneth Chance discovered a valu- 
able process by which it could be obtained 
from the powder passing over blast fur- 
naces. Mr. Chance was referred to a Mr. 
Woolcock and he made a verbal agree- 
ment whereby the government agreed to 
pay the company 3s. 6d. a pound for their 
potash. This was in September, 1916. By 
October, 1917, it became clear to the au- 
thorities that they would require a much 
larger output. 

His Lordship found that there was no 
implied agreement between the Crown 
and the suppliants that the contract 
should continue until they had recouped 
themselves for all expenditure; he decided 
that there was an agreement that reason- 
able notice should be given, so that the 
company should not be left with a large 
amount of stocks on their hands, or with 
contracts which would hamper them in 
the ordinary conduct of their business. 

He left questions of length of notice 
and figures to an official referee, and 
made a declaration that “the suppliants 
were entitled to damages for the breach 
by the Crown of the implied promise to 
give reasonable notice before terminating 
orders for the supply of permanganate in 
the quantities and at the prices agreed.” 
He granted the suppliants their costs. 

It was mentioned that the total of the 
suppliants’ claim was for more than 
£46,000. 


War Department's Surplus Acids and

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 1921. 

The director of sales, War Department, 
announces that army surplus material 
costing the United States Government 
$209,620,147 has been transferred to other 
gzove rnmental departments and establish- 
ments. The Department of Agriculture 
received $138,290,529 worth of the ma- 
terial, or nearly 66 per cent, of the total, 
and all but $10,619 worth of its share 
was transferred without funds.

Business was not quite so active in 
the fertilizer material market last week 
as it had been recently. Reports from 
the South were of continued poor col- 
lections and not much _ enthusiasm 
was shown by Southern mixers over 
trade prospects. It may have been that 
it was only a temporary lull after the 
brief period of more activity, but there 
certainly was not the optimistic feel- 
ing in the market during the period 
that there had been. 

There was more talk of shaded prices 
than has been heard for some time. 
Nitrate of soda was offered at resale 
practically at buyer’s terms, and while 
the leading importers made no an- 
nouncement of any reduction in prices, 
the offer of 81,000 tons by the govern- 
ment can hardly fail to weaken the 
market. With the 10,000-ton lot recently 
sold by the Navy Department, this will 
make 91,000 tons dumped upon a dull 
market by the government. It is prob- 
able that all the 81,000 tons will go for 
fertilizer purposes, so that the govern- 
ment’s sales will amount to over one- 
third of next season’s probable con- 
sumption of this material in that field. 
Some large stocks are being carried in 
this country outside of what the gov- 
ernment has in storage, and it looks as 
if it would not be necessary to bring 
in much from Chile for some time to 
come. 

Sulphate of ammonia was being of- 
fered by producers in bulk, f, o. b. 
works, a little under what some of the 
largest handlers were. asking, and the 
price in double bags was also shaded 
a little. 

There was a much weaker feeling in 
the local tankage market, and the talk 
of $5 tankage was no longer heard. 
Early in the week it was offered at 
$3.75 and 10 cents, and before the close 
of the week there was talk of $3.50 and 
10, although no one was openly offer- 
ing at that figure. 

Not much was doing in potashes dur- 
ing the week. This was perhaps nat- 
ural, considering the fact that so many 
of the large producers have entered 
into a contract covering their require- 
ments for months to come. It has been 
represented that the fertilizer industry 
was getting very cheap potash. Amer- 
ican producers have claimed that the 
German syndicate is selling under cost 
of production in order to run out com- 
petitors. Be this as it may, it seems 
that the German producers are willing 
to sell muriate and sulphate of potash 
cheaper than the prices they are charg- 
ing the fertliizer industry, as last week 
prices were quoted to chemical manu- 
facturers at $2.50@3 a ton under the 
prices quoted to the fertilizer trade. 
Of course, in selling to the chemical 
manufacturers provisions are made that 
none of the goods must be offered at 
resale. It is interesting to the fertilizer 
trade to know that even at the price 
reductions made it is not buying at rock 
bottom price. 

There were stories in the market 
during the week of it being possible to 
buy acid phosphate in Baltimore as 
low as $9.50 a ton. There is no use 
quoting this market at the _ prices 
named by producers any longer, as it is 
evident that they are not upholding the 
quotations they name. 

The market for phosphate rock is a 
buyers’ affair. There has been a cut 
in prices, but as yet this fact has de- 
veloped little if anv new business. 

It is getting near the end of the men- 
haden fishing season, and there are 
fairly large stocks at the fish factories, 
according to reports in this market. 
Demand has been slack for several 
weeks, and while quoted prices were a 
little lower last week, it was said that 
firm offers might have been placed un- 
der the quoted prices. 

Decided advances have been made in 
the prices of ammoniates since the low 
of the season, and in some cases the 
marking up recently has been very 
rapid, and it was not surprising that 
this should have brought about a tem- 
porary checking of demand. It is even 
possible that the trade got a little too 
optimistic about the probable demand 
next spring. There seems to be no 
reason, however, for expecting any 
material setback to the market, and 
when prices have become somewhat 
more firmly established there is every 
reason to expect that there will be a 
renewed demand. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that many large con- 
sumers have already contracted for all 
the sulphate of ammonia and potashes 
they will need for some time to come, 
and that the sale of large quantities of 
nitrate of soda by the government will 
make the buying of that material 
through the ordinary sources of trade 
between now and next spring much 
lighter than it would have been under 
different conditions.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


COTTONSEED MEAL.—There was 
little demand for meal in the local 
market last week. Consumers seem 
to think that the price is too high, and 
Southern holders and producers are so 
impressed with the shortness of this 
year’s cotton crop that they are not 
inclined to make any concessions. 
There has been a fair export demand 
in the South, and this has strength- 
ened the stand of the sellers. Holders 
are asking about $40 a ton f. o. b. 
Southeastern shipping points. 

DRIED BLOOD.—tThe local demand 
last week was slack, and _ buyers 
showed on inclination to pay $4 per 
unit. There were reports of offers at 
$3.85, but there was not much de- 
sire to trade even at that price. Of- 
fers were made for forward deliver- 
ies of South American blood at $3.65. 

It is said that a great deal of South 
American blood and tankage, that un- 
der old conditions would have come to 
this market, is being sent to the 
Pacific Coast, which formerly bought 
in Chicago, but which now finds South 
American material cheaper because of 
the high freight rates. This does not 
mean, however, that none will come to 
this market, and there have recently 
been receipts at Southern ports. The 
low price of corn in the West is hurt- 
ing the demand for digester material 
in Chicago, although the packers there 
are endeavoring to hold their market 
for blood and tankage steady. 

FISH SCRAP.—There was a rather 
weak undertone to the scrap market 
during the week and much talk of 
prices being shaded. The fish fac- 
tories were quoting $3.50 and 10c. for 
dried scrap, f. o. b. point of production, 
but there was no disposition on the 
part of the consuming trade to pay 
that much. There was talk of mate- 
rial being offered considerably under 
the market, but there was no one will- 
ing to confirm these reports with a rec- 
ord of actual sales. While some in- 
terest was shown, the volume of busi- 
ness done in this market during the 
period was small. It is getting near 
the end of the fishing season in Chesa- 
peake waters and the catch has not 
been large. It has been considerably 
better, however, than the early reports 
indicated that it would be. From the 
character of the market recently there 
must be rather large stocks in pro- 
ducers’ hands, but they do not seem 
to be a particularly heavy weight on 
the market. Whether the price will 
hold or not depends largely on what 
happens in regard to the pric es of com- 
peting materials. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Nominally 
the price of nitrate of soda was un- 
changed last week; that is, the lead- 
ing importers made no announcement 
that they were ready to accept any 
reduction in price. There seemed to 
be a great deal more resale stuff 
knocking about the market than has 
been the case for some time past, and 
among brokers there was a good deal 
of talk of just how cheaply smal]! lots 
could be bought for. The ‘announce- 
ment that the War Department is to 
turn loose 81,000 tons naturally had a 
rather depressing effect on the mar- 
ket. Even after this is sold the de- 
partment will have on hand much more 
of this material than there seems to 
be any good reason for it to carry at 
this time, and it might easily sell at

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least as much more. The department’s 
300,000 tons would be about as much 
of this material as the country would 
need for the coming season, and more 
than will probably be taken for ferti- 
lizer purposes. However, there is a 
feeling in the trade that only 81,000 
tons will be sold. 

This material does not constitute 
nearly as great a percentage of the 
world’s fertilizer production as it did 
a few years ago. In this country the 
development of the domestic sulphate 
of ammonia business has hurt the de- 
mand for nitrate very greatly. In 
spite of the fact that there has been 
an advance in the price recently the 
undertone of the market can not be 
expected to develop strength in the 
face of the great oversupply in the 
producing country at time when Eu- 
rope was loaded up. The customers of 
the Producers’ Syndicate who bought 
at high prices are to be given a total 
of £1,500,000 in rebates, which is the 
formal acknowledgment that the effort 
to obtain an inflated price was a fail- 
ure. Importers were asking $2.40 per 
100 pounds for spot and $2.45@2.50 for 
futures. 

SULPHATE OF 
leading producers were offering sul- 
phate at $2.30 f. o. b. works last week, 
and the demand was light. For ma- 
terial in the export package $2.60 was 
asked. There was a little resale stuff 
being offered, but no large quantities. 
The amount of business booked during 
the period was not large. Most of the 
large domestic consumers have bought 
their requirements for the next few 
months, and the export business has 
been good for some time. There was 
some export inquiry last week, but 
buyers seemed to hesitate at the price. 
It must be remembered that there was 
a good deal of this material bought 
and shipped abroad not long ago at 
prices about $12 a ton lower than what 
is asked today, and for this reason it 
is hardly to be expected that Japan 
and other importing countries would 
be buying freely right now, although it 
is very doubtful if they can get the 
material cheaper any place else. An 
English paper, in speaking of the situ- 
ation in that country, says:—‘‘There 
cannot just now be any very large 
new production of sulphate in Great 
Britain, and, judging from the posi- 
tion of the coke oven industry, one 
would be inclined to think that in- 
creased production will scarcely come 
next year.” 

TANKAGE.—There was not much 
doing in the local tankage market last 
week, and the crest of the boom that 
it has had recently seemed passed. 
As reported in this column, there had 
been some weakness shown in the 
market during the previous week, and 
the tone was even poorer last week. 
Producers in this vicinity have been 
predicting very high prices, and are 
reluctant to quote under what they 
have been asking. There were offers 
at $3.75 and 10, and when no busi- 
ness developed at that level there were 
reports of even further price shading. 


PHOSPHATES 


There is no use quoting the nominal 
price of producers of acid phosphate, 
for the quotation is not the price at 
which business is being done. It is 
not that resale goods are being offered 
under the market, but a case where 
producers make an open quotation and 
then sell under it. As has been said 
in these reports, offers have been made 
by producers at $10.50 per ton for 16 
per cent. material, and last week there 
were reports in this market that some 
Baltimore producers were offering the 
material at $9.50. It is not to be ex- 
pected that the man who was offered 
material that much under the nom- 
inal price would be expected to say 
anything about it, but the many 
stories which reach the ears of con- 
sumers as to how cheap it is possible 
to buy is not helping the market any. 
If there was a gentlemen’s agreement 
to quoted 16 per cent. at $12.50, as has 
been reported, it has evidently not been 
lived up to. It was an effort to ad- 
vance the price in the face of a very 
slack demand, and could hardly have 
been expected to be successful. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The demand 
for rock is in the same old rut. Prices 
have been reduced in an effort to en- 
courage expert demand, but as yet no 
great increase has been brought about. 
For a time export prices were above 
domestic prices, but as it is now, ex- 
port prices are about all that can be 
accurately quoted, as producers admit 
that as far as domestic prices are con- 
cerned it is a matter of dicker, with 
the market all in favor of the buyer. 
The man who wants to buy rock for 
cash can come pretty near finding 
someone to sell it to him at any price 
down to the actual cost of production. 
Florida high grade hard rock is quot- 
ed at $10.50@11 per ton; 77 per cent. 
at $9.75@10.25; 75 per cent. at $7.25@ 
7.75, and 68 per cent. at $4.50. 

BONES.—Dealers report a_= short 
supply of bone meal, and holders are 
very firm. Stocks of all sorts of bone 
material are below normal, and the 
tone of the market is steady. Prices

POTASHES 


When the fertilizer industry learned 
last week that chemical manufacturers 
were getting muriate of potash and 
sulphate of potash from $2.50 to $3 a 
ton under what was quoted to the fer- 
tilizer trade it was not quite so sure 
that the foreign producers were offer- 
ing the industry bargain prices after 
all. On the face of it it looks as if pot- 
ash for one purpose should be worth 
no more than for another, although it 
is said that in the old days before the 
war, when the German combine abso- 
lutely controlled the market, it was 
the custom to quote lower prices to the 
chemical industry than were quoted to 
the fertilizer trade. The explanation 
probably is that it is less difficult to 
prevent material sold to the big chem- 
ical plants from coming on the resale 
market than it is goods sold to the 
fertilizer industry. 

There was not an active demand for 
potash last week. Most of the large 
consumers have booked their orders 
for the coming season, and the smaller 
ones do not seen: to be at all fearful 
of an advance in pric. The fact that 
they can buy now and he protected 
against any further decline tat may 
occur does not seem to be an induce- 
ment strong enough to create any de- 
sire to order ahead. There was no 
change in the quotations. Kainit was 
quoted at 60c. per unit; manure salts 
at 55c.; 80@85 per cent. muriate at 
75c.; 95@98 per cent. at 85c., and sul- 
phate of potash at $47.50 per ton. 


PYRITES 


There was practically nothing doing 
in pyrites last week. The big consum- 
ers are closed down for the time being 
and the market is only a nominal affair 
just now. There is still some fear of 
the passage of the talked of Spanish 
law placing an «xport tax on Spanish 
pyrites; foreign newspapers seem to 
think that there is grave danger of 
such a law being put into effect. How- 
ever, domestic importers do not seem 
to think any such action will be taken. 
Prices were not changed. Spanish crude 
was quoted at 13c., washed, fine, at 12c., 
and furnace size at l4c. 


Chicago 
CHICAGO, Oct. 27, 1921 

The offerings of fertilizer material by the 
large producers are still limited and may con- 
tinue so, because packers, if their production 
is largely unsold, can transfer the material 
to their own factories and there it can be mar- 
keted on the basis of present offers by the 
buyers. These have not generally advanced 
their ideas to the present asking prices, which 
are on the basis of $3 for high-grade ground 
tankage. Some business might be done for fu- 
ture delivery at present costs, but the packers 
will only sell for spot and November or, pos- 
sibly, in some cases, to December. They are in- 
sisting on guaranteed deliveries and want their 
contracts to contain directions for some imme- 
diate shipment. Buyers’ ideas are so much be- 
low those of the producers that trading is 
pretty much at a standstill. Bids received for 
tankage are commonly 20c. below asking prices, 
and for ground blood buyers are offering 25c 
less than present quotations.

Baltimore 
BALTIMORE, Oct. 27, 1921 


The present situation offers the feature, not 
normally encountered, of the buyers of crude 
stock holding back in a determined manner 
because, in the first place, they have no im- 
mediate wants to take care of; second, they 
have had to carry over considerable quantities 
of mixtures, owing to the curtailment in the 
distribution at the last shipping season and, 
consequently, do not know to what extent addi- 
tions will have to be made to meet next sea- 
son’s requirements; third, they are not easily 
persuaded that the prices of raw materials 
will remain as high as they now are. 

The fertilizer business is regarded as being 
in better shape now than it has been for some 
time, but buyers of mixtures are proceeding 
slowly in the matter of entering into new com- 
mitments, 

FISH SCRAP.—A stiff northeaster, the fag 
end of the hurricane that swept over some 
parts of the West Indies, put the menhaden 
fishing fleet out of commission for several days 
the early part of this week. The gale caused 
such a disturbance in the water as to disperse 
the schools of fish, and just when they will get 
together again, and where they are likely to 
be located, is just now a matter for conjecture. 
Meanwhile the catch has been interrupted and 
the production of scrap correspondingly cur- 
tailed near the fag end of the season, with 
scrap jin very fair demand, and sales still being 
reported on the basis of $3.50 and 10 down at 
factory. Stocks of scrap are quite well cleaned 
up, and there will be little or nothing to carry 
over when the season ends with the termina- 
tion of the present month. 
TANKAGE.—Demand is held down to very 
small proportions, but this does not appear to

The market was extremely active 
during most of the period, buying of 
intermediates being particularly brisk. 
The keen demand brought about a 
number of adjustments in prices, but 
these were almost entirely in the na- 
ture of declines. It is rare these days 
that advances occur in coal tar prod- 
ucts. The market has been so dull 
for the better part of a year that fac- 
tors, after bitter experiences last year 
no longer reduce prices in the hope 
of stimulating demand; it has been 
found that such procedure wrought a 
contrary effect, and that buyers, see- 
ing one decline were altogether too 
prone to expect another shortly, to 
buy in any but a conservative man- 
ner. When trading in a certain ar- 
ticle is resumed, prices are adjusted 
in line with replacement costs that 
consumers may benefit but not be 
frightened away entirely. Such was 
the action in evidence last week. 

There has been too long and dreary 
an uphill climb in the market, too 
many disagreeable reverses precisely 
at that moment when prospects were 
best for factors longer to commit 
themselves to prognostications. But 
the spirited gains in buying of the 
past couple of weeks have been suf- 
ficiently encouraging to allow an op- 
timistic glimmer to break through the 
gloom here and there. It was diffi- 
cult to get a direct expression of faith 
in the sustenance and depth of the 
present movement, but there was a 
definite idea that it would be perma- 
nent. 

Announcement last week that there 
would be 1,250 coke ovens in operation 
put new life into the benzol market. 
The spot position was decidedly easier 
as a result of the increase in produc- 
tion. Supplies showed an approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. gain during the 
week, and that conservative estimate 
it was thought would be well broken 
before the end of another. Domestic 
demand was unimpaired, and con- 
tracts galore have been taken on by 
producers. Export inquiries, on the 
other hand, were infrequent. The fact 
that they were turned down so often 
in the past and that the domestic situ- 
ation has been well aired in the for- 
eign commercial papers has caused 
foreign buyers to remain aloof. . 

Price readjustments in colors contin- 
ued apace. It is significant that these 
are invariably in a downward direc- 
tion. Last week there were numerous 
changes in the color schedule, chiefly 
the result of lower production costs 
and increased facilities for manufac- 
turing. Vat colors are progressing 
well; two plants are now engaged in 
experimental and research work after 
having already successfully placed 
some five or six products on the mar-

COAL TAR ACIDS 


ANTHRANILIC.—There was no bet- 
ter demand for technical last week, 
although factors have reduced prices 
to $1.10@1.20 per pound. Refined was 
in the usua] steady routine call at 
$1.30@1.50 per pound. Supplies of 
both grades were plentiful, but it was 
notable that there was so little in the 
resale market. 

BENZOIC.—Several manufacturers 
confessed themselves sold up last 
week, and one was quoting 10c. more 
in order to ward off demand. That 
was the report current, and may have 
had fictional embellishments, although 
the factor himself admitted it. As a 
matter of fact, prices were unchanged 
in most directions, but there were no 
surplus stocks available, and order and 
inquiries were both heavy. U. S. P. 
was 60@65c. per pound, and technical, 
50@58c. per pound. 

CLEVE.—The market was steady at 
$1.25@1.30 per pound. There was not 
much demand, but spot stocks were 
wel] held and not very extensive, and 
that helped to keep the market on even 
keel. The ascendancy first hands had 
in the matter of stocks was of great 
aid toward that result.

CRESYLIC.—Some heavy shipments 
came to hand, but they had been sold 
to arrive, so that spot stocks were not 
augmented any. Light 97 to 99 per 
cent. was not plentiful, and was firm 
at 70@75c. per gallon. One holder, 
possibly of largest stocks on _ spot, 
would not shade 75c. Dark 97 per cent. 
was more abundant and ranged 65c. to 
70c. There was an excellent demand 
from disinfectant makers. Dark 95 
per cent. continued slow at 60@65c. 

GAMMA.—AI] sorts of rumors about 
prices were heard in this acid, and 
while the lowest actual quotation was 
$2.25 per pound, the seller admitted it 
was susceptible to considerable elas- 
ticity. Others quoted $2.50. There was 
little demand at best, and supplies 
over balanced. 

H.—Down to $1 per pound was pos- 
sible last week, indicative of the un- 
settled state here, as some _ sellers 
quoted to $1.25 as an inside. Demand 
was erratic and poorly sustained, and 
as there were a number of makers 
producing there was some keen com- 
petition between them. Criticism of 
the quality of the output of several 
plants was rife. 

METANILIC.—Ranged from $1.20 to 
$1.35 per pound. While spot supplies 
were in excellent volume, there was no 
compensating demand, and except that 
first hands were in control weakness 
might have developed. 

MONO SULPHONIC.—Some large 
quantities were available in the resale 
market. One maker was known to 
have bought in an offering in order to 
help stabilize the tone. Prices did not 
show much variation, but were very 
weak at the close, ranging $2.50 to $3 
per pound. 

NEVILLE AND WINTHER.—Only 
small orders were around, and dealers 
got the bulk of such business. In at 
least two directions makers displayed 
a marked aversion to handling such 
diminutive orders. Quotations were 
$1.40@1.50 per pound. 

PHTHALIC ANHYDRIDE.—Quota- 
tions were unchanged at 40@45c. per 
pound for anhydride. There was a 
steady demand. Crude was in meager 
request, and the price unchanged at 
35@40c. 

PICRIC.—Quotations ranged from 
20c. to 25c. per pound, at which all 
makers now quoted. There was mighty 
little demand, and the market was al- 
most at a standstill. Resale offers 
continued in good volume, but many 
dealers fought shy on account of the 
difficulties of handling and storing and 
the present slow state of the market. 

SALICYLIC.—U. S. P. grades were 
easy at 19@22c. per pound, according 
to seller. There was not much de- 
mand, although inquiries were numer- 
ous. Technical was abundant, and 
prices ranged generally from 18c. to 
20c., although sales below the inside 
were not infrequent. 

SULPHANILIC. — Producers named 
26@28c. per pound for technical. There 
was a better demand for some time, 
but supplies were too abundant yet to 
allow of a firmer tone. 


CRUDES 


BENZOL.—The situation was rap- 
idly clearing up, and with 1,250 coke 
ovens in operation at the close of last 
week the spot position was decidedly 
easier. Supplies showed approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. increase during the 
week, but that conservative estimate 
was thought likely to be well broken 
before another went by. Resellers 
with spot stocks of pure were not so 
firm in their views, and as low as 39c. 
per gallon was done. Ninety per cent.

demand was completely for that grade, 
so that stocks suffered greater deple- 
tion than did the refined grade. Domes- 
tic demand was along strong lines, and 
producers were more successful in 
meeting it, although still falling be- 
hind on new business. Contracts for 
future delivery were being taken on 
at 25@3lc. per gallon for 90 per cent., 
and 27@33c. for pure. Resale pure 
ranged between 39c. and 42c. per gal- 
lon, with small sales frequent. There 
was no export business, as inability of 
makers to fill orders caused a halt in 
inquiries some time ago, and they 
have not been resumed. With supplies 
again available in adequate volume, 
this business is expected to recom- 
mence with a rush. 

CRESOL.—Was not in much de- 
mand, and factors stated that large 
orders would have caused intense ex- 
citement as well as price shading on 
part of many sellers. As it was, quo- 
tations ranged 14c. to l6c. per pound 
and were weak. Ortho was moving in 
a small way at comparatively steady 
prices of 28@25c. per pound. 

NAPHTHA SOLVENT.—Producers 
were hard pressed to meet obligations. 
The scarcity of benzol cut down on 
supplies of naphtha, and now stocks 
were at a minimum level. Prices were 
unchanged, but in some instances no 
prompt shipments could be made. The 
alleviation of the benzol situation will 
automatically reflect here. Quotations 
ranged 25c. to 28c. per gallon. Resale 
stocks were very small and around 30 
@ 34c. 

NAPHTHALINE. 
from some intermediate makers was 
about the only optimistic thing that 
could be said of this market. Quota- 
tions to 6%c. per pound for prime 
flakes in carloads were named in the 
outside market, although first hands 
would not shade 7c. for carloads while 
small lots were 7%c. Balls were abso- 
lutely flat; hardly an inquiry was 
noted, and there were no sales worth 
mentioning. Quotations ranged 8c. to 
9c. per pound, according to seller. Ger- 
man flakes were reported offered 
around at 5c. and even under, but on 
an actual showdown it was not possi- 
ble to find the goods. 

PHENOL.—Quotations were about 
the same, although a much firmer un- 
dertone developed, and some factors 
advanced prices to 10c. per pound for 
white goods. In the outside market 
generally, however, from 9c. ruled, 
while off color goods could be secured 
occasionally at less. Demand was 
slightly heavier, and there was also 
some export interest which did much 
to buoy the tone. Domestic makers 
quoted natural at 15@l16c., while the 
government surplus was being dis- 
posed of at 12c. by agents. 

TAR ACID OIL.—There were nu- 
merous inquiries, but little actual busi- 
ness resulted, so that the situation re- 
mained unchanged. Prices were firm 
at former levels of 30@36c. per gallon 
for 25 per cent., and 26@30c. for 15 
per cent. 

TOLUOL.—Was in short supply as 
producers worked their surplus off to 
benzol consumers when that commod- 
ity became so. scarce. Quotations 
were firm, but makers stated there 
would be no advances as far as they 
were concerned. Increased  benzol 
production was a glimmer of light to 
relieve the gloom. Pure grades ranged 
27c. to 32c. per gallon in first hands, 
and resale lots as much higher could 
be obtained, 10c. in some instances. 

XYLOL.—A little run developed on 
this long quiet item, and at the end of 
the week producers reported their 
stocks exhausted. Prices were firm, 
as resale stuff was scarcer than hen’s 
teeth. Quotations ranged from 40c. to 
48c. per gallon for pure and 28@35c. 
for commercial. As soon as_ benzol 
production gets back to something like 
normal] there will be plenty of xylol, 
but with present stocks so short it has 
not been possible to refine any. 


INTERMEDIATES 


ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—There was 
no improvement in trading in this in- 
termediate, and prices remained at re- 
cently prevailing levels for both 
grades. There were fair inquiries for 
refined, but no actual business re- 
sulted. Quotations per pound were: 
Crude, $1@1.15, and refined, $1.10@ 


1.25. 

ALPHA NAPHTHYL AMINE.— 
Lower prices were noted for this in- 
termediate, the outcome of competition 
and a slow buying movement. Market 
was plentifully stocked, but it was un- 
likely that ordinary business would 
have been accepted under 27c. per 
pound. Majority of factors quoted 
from 28c. to 32c. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL.—Resale 
continued very abundant. but 
of benzol stocks tended to 
undertone. Actual advances in prices 
were not noted, and the range re- 
mained as before, 18@26c. per pound. 
Manufacturers were known to have 
taken business at the inside price. 
Stocks in first hands were reported 
large, and there was no real consump- 
tive demand, so the lack of raw ma- 
terials with which to replenish sup- 
plies was more or less offset by the 
sluggishness. Something of a further 
slump seemed to be expected, and buy- 
ers proceeded cautiously. Oil for red 
was more or less nominal at 40@45c. 
as there were no sales. 

ANILINE SALT.—Eased off slightly

Export 
inquiries died a sudden death, and 
dealers in that line expressed them- 
selves disgusted with the _ situation 
claiming domestic producers quoted 
too high prices to be able to compete 
at all, even for Cuban and South 
American business, from which points 
inquiries have been received. 

ANTHRACENE. — Quotations were 
unchanged, but one holder of large 
stocks of 40 per cent. stated willingness 
to shade a few cents in order to clear 
his shelves. Quotations on other 
grades were not so _ susceptible to 
shading as supplies were lighter. At 
the close the range on 80 per cent. was 
75@80c. per pound, 40 per cent.. 14@ 
léc., and 25 per cent, 12@14c. 

ANTHRAQUINONE.—Sublimed was 
in good supply on spot but mighty poor 
demand, and prices were weak. Sub- 
limed was quoted $1.50@2 per pound, 
but that range was flexible enough. 
Paste was not so plentiful, as a num- 
ber of manufacturers have cut it out 
during the past few months, but 
quotations were barely steady at 90c. 
@$1. It is not thought by the trade 
that there will be much improvement 
in demand for this intermediate until 
vat color making picks up. With pres- 
ent developments in that branch of 
dye production continuing, that should 
not be long. Extension of the em- 
bargo has certainly been encouraging 
to manufacturers, 

BENZALDEHY DE—Technical 
grades were in heaviest demand, and 
for such prices remained at steady 
levels of 45@50c. per pound. There 
was none in second hands and the 
undertone on the firm side, although 
no changes in prices were thought 
likely immediately. Other grades 
ranged as follows, per pound, U. S. P., 
$1.25@1.45; F. F. C.. $1.80@2. 


BENZIDINE.—First hands 
$1@1.10 per pound for base, 
ported a fair demand at those 
In the resale market supplies 
becoming increasingly difficult to lo- 
cate at 95c. per pound, and it was 
doubtful if anything but odd lots could 
been had at that figure at the 
On round lots makers were 
shade a few cents, it was 
but such orders were mighty 
few and far between.

BENZYL CHLORIDE.—Only opti- 
mistic reports were heard concerning 
this market. First hands, who have 
control of the situation and evidently 
intend, judging by their attitude, to 
keep it, stated that while demand has 
not gained rapidly, the growth has 
been very appreciable during the past 
few weeks, if slow, and in its very 
slowness had the element of perman- 
ency. Quotations were quite steady at 
25@30c. per pound for 95@97c. per 
cent., and 20@25c. for technical. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—Spot- goods 
were as abundant apparently as ever, 
and no matter how much _ buying 
progresses there never seems to be 
any depletion of spot resale stocks. As 
fast last week as the one batch would be 
eliminated another would be dumped. 
so that the market was in a continual 
state of flux. Prices varied according 
to seller, and while down to 28c. per 
pound, was named in some instances 
for technical, others refused to shade 
30c. while first hands asked to 34c. 
However, prices were a matter of seller 
and size of order, as even producers 
have parted with stocks at 28c. re- 
cently. Inquiries were numerous, but 
actual business was difficult to do. 
There was still talk of the German 
offers of a week ago. Some professed 
to feel a firmer undercurrent in the 
late trading. Sublimed was nominal 
at 70@75c. per pound. 

BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE. — Held 
very steady at recently established 
prices of $1.05@1.10 per pound for tech- 
nical and $1.70@1.80 for sublimed. De- 
mand was along light routine lines, 
and the market did not present any 
features of particular interest. The 
tone still was rather unsettled, and 
dealers’ contentions that $1 could be 
done for’ technical probably had 
sufficient foundation in actuality. 

CHLOR BENZOL.—There was prac- 
tically no resale material offered and 
prices were consequently extremely 
steady at 12@16c, per pound in first 
hands. There have been some good 
orders placed within the past fortnight, 
but last week’s trading slowed up and 
the close was a sluggish affair indeed. 

DIANISIDINE. Quotations were 
$4.75@5 per pound, although a sale of 
a lot at $4.45 was noted. A very mod- 
erate quantity was involved in that 
transaction. As a whole the market 
was slow, and an order something out 
of the ordinary. Inquiries received 
have not resulted in business, but were 
more in the nature of feelers. While 
production has been light, occasional 
lots found their way into the resale 
market. 

DICHLO.. BENZOL.—Mixed was 
steady at 6@9c. per pound, and sup- 
plies confined to first hands. Some of 
these confessed themselves cleaned 
out, so that sources of supplies nar-

DIETHYL ANILINE.—Factors all 
around reported a generally improved 
tone and a better demand. The recent 
price reduction has stimulated busi- 
ness agreeably. Small orders. pre- 
dominated, but these were in sufficient 
volume to keep things moving in brisk 
fashion. Quotations now were $1@1.10 
per pound, 

DIMETHYL ANILINE. — Resellers 
reported a fairly brisk demand at 40 
@42c. per pound, which they quoted. 
First hands have reduced prices to 45c. 
to meet the resale competition, but 
still found it taking much of the pass- 
ing business from them. 

DINITRO CHLOR BENZOL.—Quo- 
tations ranged from 20c. to 25c. per 
pound, but the market was dull and 
there were hints of lower possibilities 
on a real order. Spot stocks were not 
excessive and were well held, so that 
fluctuations in prices were confined to 
narrow limits. 

DINITRO NAPHTHALINE. — Un- 
changed at 30@35c. per pound, but it 
was apparent some holders were not 
so firm in their views as they had 
been. The low prices that prevailed 
for naphthaline have weakened the 
tone considerably, especially as sup- 
plies were good, and there was not 
= buying support given the mar- 
cet. 

DINITRO PHENOL.—The undercur- 
rent was firmer, owing to the stronger 
position achieved by one of the basic 
materials, but not sufficiently improved 
to alter present price schedules of 35 
@40c. per pound. Spot holdings were 
of considerable extent, and consumers 
were none too keen on taking sup- 
plies. 

DIPHENYL AMINE.—Higher prices 
were noted here, as resale material 
was absorbed. Quotations at the close 
stood officially at 63@67c. per pound, 
but a round lot could probably have 
been gotten for less, although the fact 
was not allowed. Resale stocks have 
shrunk to narrow proportions, and the 
fact that producers have begun to 
quote on a competitive level, or nearly 
so, influenced the trend. 

G SALT.—Demand was along steady 
lines, and producers were active in 
filling requirements,.of consumers, the 
majority of whom are taken care of 
on contract. Quotations were 70@80c. 
per pound. Occasional lots of inferior 
grade reached the resale market at 
around 65c. 

META NITRO ANILINE. — There 
was very little change here, prices still 
showing the former divergency, and 
demand hardly improved at all. Small 
lots only were in request, and while 
resellers were able to do 95c. per 
pound against the makers’ price of $1, 
most of the trading went in that di- 
rection. Spot stocks were not press- 
ing, but were by no means short. 

META PHENYLENE DIAMINE.— 
There was no letup in demand, and 
prices consequently remained firm at 
$1.10@1.15 per pound. Some makers 
reported having taken on contracts for 
some months to come, and all reported 
that supplies were hardly keeping up 
with requests. Factors claimed pres- 
ent prices, which are the lowest that 
have been seen for a year, to be about 
the best that could be expected for 
some time to come. Consumers have 
been taking full advantage to secure 
stocks for their various requirements. 

META TOLUYLENE DIAMINE.— 
Quotations were unchanged at $1.10@ 
1.15 per pound, and had it not been 
for the presence of large orders the 
market would not have presented the 
steady appearance that it did. 

MONO ETHYL ANILINE.—There 
was little demand, and the market was 
soft in tone, as there has been an in- 
crease in production lately. Prices 
remained the same, however, at $1.10 
@1.25 per pound. Factors reported 
more inquiries but little real business. 
Consumers appeared to be merely feel- 
ing out the situation. 

NITRO BENZOL.—The market was 
well stocked, and except for the refined 
grades there was hardly any demand. 
Quotations were 12@16c. per pound, 
but it was freely stated that round lots 
could be had for 10c. Under present 
unsettled conditions in the market it 
seemed likely such was the fact. Sup- 
plies were in heavy volume, and the 
stimulation in benzol production had 
effect on the tone. 

ORTHO AMINO PHENOL.—Small 
orders predominated in this section, 
and during last week fell off from the 
standard of the previous week. Prices 
ranged from $2.60@2.75 per pound, but 
factors stated that on orders of 500 
pounds or more they would do $2.50 
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Such orders in these times, however, 
are practically unknown to ths crtho 
market. 

ORTHO ANISIDINE. — Scattered 
buying was the best that could be re- 
ported here. Prices were fairly steady 
at $3@3.50 per pound, although there 
was so little business that under pres- 
ent conditions it might have been 
shaded some. Supplies were confined 
practically to one source, but were 
more than adequate for requirements 
of consumers. 

ORTHO NITRO PHENOL.—Prices 
were lower at 65@70c. per pound. Sup- 
plies showed an increase, and there 
was no compensating demand. Com- 
petition, too, was keen and unsettled 
the tone. Makers were not so optimis- 
tic over the market as they were 
three weeks back. 

ORTHO TOLUIDINE. — Supplies 
were excessive and prices uncertain. 
Quotations generally ranged from 20c. 
to 25c. per pound, but were extremely 
flexible, although not to be broken 
completely, even in the most drastic 
transaction. 

PARA AMIDO ACETANILIDE.— 
Jogged along in the old routine rut, 
Prices showed no changes at $1.25@ 
1.40 per pound, and trading no expan- 
sion. Consumers were still content to 
operate on most conservative lines. 
Supplies were on the light side, and 
tended to keep the tone on even keel. 

PARA AMINO PHENOL.—In steady 
if limited demand, with prices holding 
well around $1.40@1.75 per pound for 
base and $1.50@1.75 for hydro chloride. 
The spot market was overrun with 
poor grade base, resulting in low prices 
in some directions, but the material 
was unfit for many uses to which it is 
usually put and caused much con- 
fusion on consumers’ part. Hydro 
chloride was not overly plentiful. 

PARA NITRO PHENOL. — Prices 
were higher in this market as the low- 
priced seller advanced his views. De- 
mand at 57c. per pound was too good, 
that a 65c. price was augmented 
and prevailed at the close. Makers 
named to 80c. Orders went mostly to 
resellers, as their prices were more at- 
tractive than first hands. 

PARA NITRO TOLUOL.—Quotations 
were 80@90c. per pound. At the re- 
duction there was keener inquiry, but 
hardly any increase in actual business. 
Lack of consumptive demand practical- 
ly forced the lower quotations, as sup- 
plies were not excessive. 

PARA TOLUOL SULPHON AMIDE. 
—Spot stocks were restricted to a 
couple of holders, who quoted around 
11@14e. per pound. The market was 
slow and there was nothing of interest 
to note except the above fact and that 
supplies were on the light side. 

RESORCIN TECHNICAL.—In quiet 
demand at steady prices of $1.60@1.75 
per pound. Trading hardly rose above 
the routine, and was much less active 
than a month back. It would appear 
the consumers covered requirements 
for some time on the recent slump to 
$1.50 brought about by competition 
from imported material. 

TOLUIDINE.—Quotations were 40@ 
45c. per pound for the mixed grades. 
Supplies were in steady volume, but 
demand has been maintained so well 
that there was no surplus, and resell- 
ers were practically out of stocks. 

XYLIDINES.—Were in a firm posi- 
tion, and quotations ranged 40c. to 50c. 
per pound, according to the percent- 
age of para in the mixture. Demand 
was along heavy routine lines. There 
is always a good call for this inter- 
mediate,

AMMONIA BY CATALYTIC SYN- of combustion. The potassium fluoride and 
THESIS :—United States Patent No. 1,- saseous compounds are brought into solution in 
388,995 is concerned with the synthesis the ordinary manner, and the potassium salts 


of ammonia by the use of a new catalyst. 


The new catalyst increases the yield of am- 
monia and is itself cheaper and longer lived 
than the catalytic substances in common use 
The metal used is palladium alloyed with gold 
to prevent its rapid disintegration and its con- 
tamination with the resultant products of the 
reaction. The action of the alloyed metal is 
as potent as that of pure palladium. The 
alloy contains 60 atomic per cent. of gold 
and 40 atomic per cent. of palladium, which 
is equivalent approximately to 73.6 per cent. 
gold and 26.4 per cent. palladium by weight. 
Other metals such as osmium, silver, platinum, 
ruthenium, may be alloyed with the palladium 
The ammonia synthesis is conducted at a 
temperature of 400 degrees C. under increased 
pressure, 


ZINC PAINT.—German patent No. 313,031 is 
concerned with the manufacture of a zinc paint 


from linseed oil, zine oxide and zine oxy- 
chloride. A hundred parts of zinc white are 
ground very finely in 70 parts of linseed oil. 


The paste is then mixed with 50 parts of a 20 
per cent. solution of chemically pure hydro- 
ehloric acid. 


SYNTHETIC THY MOL :—United States 
Patent No. 1.378.939 is concerned with a 


process of making thymol from _ nitro- 
cymene. 

The essential steps in the process are the 
electrolytic reduction of nitrocymene and the 


subsequent diazotization and reduction of the 
para-amidocymenol. The electrolytic reduction 
is accomplished in the presence of sulphuric 
acid and the diazotization requires the use of 
stannous chloride. 

The apparatus in which the process is carried 
out consists of a cylindrical tank with a lead 
lining, which also serves as the anode. In 
the vessel there is placed a porous container, 
also cylindrical in form, which allows the pas- 
sage of the ions from one chamber to the 
other, but not the molecules. Within this 
container there is arranged a carbon or copper 
cathode in the form of a hollow perforated 
cylinder with a stirrer made of stoneware or 
lead-covered iron. 

The anode chamber is filled with 30 degrees 
Be. sulphuric acid and the cathode space is 
filled with 25 degrees Be. sulphuric acid. The 
proper strength of the acid is maintained 
within the anode space by the addition of 
water in suitable quantities as the reaction 
progresses. The nitrocymene is placed in the 
cathode space in a quantity approximately 
equal to half of the acid. The electrolytic 
action is obtained with a current of 5.5 
amperes and three volts. During the process 
the temperature is kept at 75 to 85 degrees C. 
Constant agitation takes place during the 
course of the reaction. 

After the reduction has been allowed to pro- 
ceed for a sufficient length of time, the con- 
tents of the cell are permitted to cool and 
the unchanged nitrocymene is removed and re- 
used, while the para-amidocymenol is filtered 
off from the remaining acid solution. The lat- 
The amid- 


ter is strengthened for reuse. 
ocymenol is then diazotized and reduced in an 
alkaline solution of stannous chloride. The 


resulting product is thymol. 

CATALYST. — United 
States patent No. 1,391,666, assigned to the 
Chemical Foundation by Carl Bosch, Otto 
Schmidt and Alwin Mitasch. of Ludwigshafen, 
Germany, is concerned with the manufacture 


HYDROGENATION 


of a catalytic mixture by means of which 
hydrogenation and dehydrogenation may be 
earried on rapidly and with certainty at com- 
paratively low temperatures. Iron, copper, 
nickel and cobalt, and an artificially prepared 
oxygen compound of silicon, may be used 
These latter compounds promote the activity 


of the catalyst. It was tound best to prepare 
the catalytic metal from the carbonaceous salts 
or mixtures of salts, for example, from the 
formates or carbonates. It was also very 
useful to add bodies of an organic or inorganic 
nature to increase the porosity of the contact 


mass. 


LINSEED OIL. VARNISH SUBSTITUTE.— 
German patent No. 305,538 is concerned with 
the manufacture of a substitute for linseed oil 
varnishes from phenols, cresols and their de- 
rivatives. These compounds are heated with 
an excess of an aqueous solution of an alde- 
hyde, particularly formic aldehyde, in_ the 
presence of neutral salts or those of a slight 
alkaline reaction only, such as the benzoates 
and salicylates. It has been found, however. 
that the para-cresols and the para substituted 
derivatives cannot be used for this purpose. 
The heating is continued until the water that 
was used in making the mixture is removed 
entirely by distillation. Then the product is 
allowed to cool. 


AQUEOUS LAC SOLUTION. — Australian 
patent No. 7,624 is concerned with a method of 
bringing gum lac into solution by the use of 
soda. A mixture of 1.8 kilos of soda in 18 
liters of water, to which have been added 
2.25 kilos of rosin, is heated on a steam bath 
and 9 kilos of gum lac are added. The mix- 
ture is allowed to boil gently for two to 
three hours. Then 2.7 kilos of salt are added 
and 1.3 kilos of soda, dissolved separately in 
13 liters of water. The mixture is then boiled 
for two hours. This product is then dispersed 
in 36 to 45 liters of cold water. 


VEHICLE FOR PIGMENTS.—Aus- 
tralian patent No. 8,295 is concerned with the 
making of a paint vehicle from rosin.

POTASSIUM SALTS 
MINERALS :—United States Patent No. 
1,388,276 is concerned with a process of 
extracting potassium from the natural 
substances in which it occurs. 
The process is intended to afford a means of

obtaining any desired salt of potassium from 
such minerals as the feldspars, leucites and 
other silicate rocks, and at the same time 
recovering the other metallic constituents 
which may be associated with the potassium 
in the mineral. To accomplish this a _ suffi- 
cient quantity of fluorspar is added to the 
finely pulverized mineral to effect the com- 
plete volatilization of the potassium content 
at a high temperature. There is formed there-

When the mineral contains other metals 
which are present in sufficient quantity to be 
commercially workable, common salt is added 
in sufficient amounts to form chlorides of the 
metals and the volatilized chlorides of gold, 
silver, etc., pass off as vapors and are col- 
lected by passing them successively through a 
cooler and a precipitator. The temperature at 


which the process is carried out should be not 
less than 1,000 degrees C. 
ANESTHETIC COMPOUND.—United States 


patent No. 1,388,573 is concerned with a method 
of making an anesthetic compound from ben- 
zoyl chloride by treatment with di-allyl amino 
alcohol. The compound, gamma di-allyl amino 
propyl alcohol ester of para amino benzoic 
acid has properties much like those of cocaine. 


TITANIUM NITRIDES :—United States 
Patents No. 1,391,147 and 1,391,148 are 
concerned with the synthetic production 
of titanium nitrogen compounds, such as 
the nitride and the cyano-nitride, by the 
reaction of a titanium compound with 
nitrogen gas in the presence of a 
catalyst and hydrocarbon vapors. 


In the first patent the catalytic reacting mass 
consists of a mixture containing an alkaline 
substance, such as carbonate of soda, a suit- 
able titanium compound, as titanium dioxide, 
and a metal of the iron group, preferably iron 
filings. 

In the second patent the reactive mass con- 
sists of the titanium dioxide, sodium carbonate 
and metallic iron, the carbon being omitted 
and a mixture of hydrocarbon gases or vapors 
and nitrogen used instead. The advantage 
gained is that the catalytic reactive mass is 
free from carbon. Various hydrocarbon gases 
and vapors may be used for this purpose, such 
as natural gas, all forms of methane, vola- 
tilized benzol, kerosene, gasoline or even atom- 
ene particles of crude oil or melted naphtha- 
ene. a 


ISOPROPYL ALCOHOL DERIVA- 
TIVES :—United States Patent No. 1,- 
391,758, assigned to the Standard Oil Co., 
is concerned with a process of producing 
chlorinated hydrocarbon derivatives from 
isopropyl alcohol. 

The process consists in treating the isopropy] 
alcohol directly with chlorine under suitab'e 
temperature conditions. The formation of 
chlorinated hydrocarbons takes place at tem- 
peratures above 35 deg. C., but below 65 deg. 
¢,. the proportion of chloracetones which are 
formed simultaneously is so large that it is 
much more advisable to conduct the operation 
at the higher temperature. The isopropy! alco- 


hol, together with water, is placed in a vessel 
provided with a_ reflux condenser, and is 
brought to the boiling point. Chlorine is 


passed into the vessel and reacts with the alco- 
col. As chlorination proceeds the boiling point 
of the mixture rises. The chlorinated product 
is a heavy immiscib’e liquid which settles out 
at the termination of the reaction, and may 
be drawn off from the remaining reaction pro4- 
ucts. The chlorpropanes may be used to form 
polyhydrie alcohols or converted into esters. 


NITRIC ACID FROM NITRIC OXIDE: 


—United States Patent No. 1,391,332 is 
concerned with a process of oxidizing 
nitric oxide to nitric acid by the aid of 


a silica gel catalyst. 


The nitric oxide gas is allowed to stream 
through a number of chambers in series, in 
which it is subjected first to the action of the 
silica gel and then to the absorbing action of 
water or dilute nitric acid. The oxidation is 
exothermic, and consequently there is no coo!- 
ing of the gases and no deposition of water in 
the catalytic chamber. The gases should be 
reasonab!y dust free to avoid the contamina- 
tion of the catalyst. The hydrated silica gel 
may be used alone or in admixture wiih other 
catalysts. 


PENTACHLORACETONE. — United States 
Patent No. 1,391,757, assigned to the Standard 
Oil Co., is concerned with a method of pro- 
ducing pentachloracetone from isopropyl alco- 
hol and chlorine gas. A mixture of chlorace- 
tones can be formed by passing chlorine into 
isopropy] alcohol and controlling the tempera- 
ture conditions in such a manner that the for- 
mation of chlorinated hydrocarbons is avoided. 
This mixture is then separated from the other 
products of the reaction by means of common 
salt and is further treated with more chlorine 
at a temperature, varying between 70 and 100 
deg. C., in the presence of water.

DRUG REPORTER 


CALCIUM-NITROGEN COMPOUNDS: 
—United States Patent No. 1,388,603, as- 
signed to ths International Nitrogen Co.. 
is concerned with a process of manufac 
turing calcium-nitrogen compounds with 
the aid of gaseous catalysts. 


The compounds made in accordance with the 
new process contain more nitrogen than those 
ordinarily made with atmospheric nitrogen, and 
the nitrogen is in such form as to be available 
for use as a fertilizer or as a source of am- 
monia for other industrial purposes. The 
process consists in exposing the heated cal- 
cium carbide to the action of nitrogen and a 
gaseous catalyst such as hydrochloric acid, 
carbon tetrachloride or other volatile chloride 
The nitrogen combines with the calcium at a 
much lower temperature than that at which 
calcium cyanamide is formed The compound 
is claimed not to have the deleterious effects 
of calcium cyanamide on vegetation 


CAUSTIC SODA ELECTROLYSIS 
APPARATUS :—United States Patents 
No. 1,388,466 and 1,388474, assigned to 
the Hooker Electrochemical Co., are con- 
cerned with the manufacture of caustic 
soda from salt solutions by electrolysis 
and with a specially designed apparatus 
for accomplishing the same. 


The primary object of the patent is to pro- 


vide a means of supplying to the electrolytic 
cells a constant volume of the electroly‘e in 
unit time. It is aimed to keep the quantity 


of salt in the electrolyte just below the satu- 
ration point: it is important to avoid an excess 
of salt, as that interferes with the course of 
the process. The feeding device consists of an 
arrangement whereby the water used to make 
the solution flows through a channel and over 
a rotor, which in turn causes a sprocket whee] 
to actuate the salt-feeding device. This is so 
regulated that exactly the required quantity of 
salt is dissolved in the water. 


SULPHONIC ACID AMIDES.—British Pat- 
ent No. 167,941, assigned to the British Cellu- 
lose & Chemical Manufacturing Co., is con- 
cerned with a process of making the amides of 
sulphonic acids by treating the chlorides of the 
corresponding acids with aqueous ammonia. 
Various examples are given in the patent 
specifications. 


MALEIC ACID FROM BENZOL.—British 
Patent No. 167,219 is concerned with a method 
of oxidizing aromatic hyrocarbons by passing 
their vapors and an oxygen containing gas 
over a metallic catalyst. The mixture of the 
hydrocarbons and the gas is heated previouslv 
to the reaction temperature and then passed 
through thin layers of the catalytic material 
and then through cooling devices which are out 
of contact with the catalyst. This is done 
alternately. The process is particularly appli- 
cable to the production of maleic acid from 
benzol vapor which is mixed with air and 
passed over vanadium oxide. 


FATTY ACID ELIMINATION.—British Pat- 
ent No. 167,462 and 167,463 are concerned with 
a process of purifying oils and fats by the 
addition of a base which precipitates the free 
fatty acids as insoluble soaps. A soluble salt 


is added to the water in which the bases is 
suspended or dissolved so as to form a sub- 
stantially saturated solution. In the second 


patent small quantities of fatty acids of high 
molecular weight are added in order to facili- 
tate the separation of the soaps. The process 
is preferably conducted in a vacuum in order 
to avoid the necessity of heating above 90 
deg. C. 
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ENZYMIC COMPOSITION: — Unitea 
States patent No. 1,391,219, granted to 1 
Takamine, is concerned with the manu 
facture of an erzymic substance, suitable 
for use in various industrial processes. 

The product is stable and can be preserved. 
It is produced by sowing the spores of appro- 


priate microscopic fungi on suitable culture 
media under the proper conditions of temper- 
ature, humidity, handling and time. Various 
broken grains of the different cereals, from 
which most of the starchy matter has been re- 
moved, are used as media in which the cul 
ture is grown. Stop from alcoholic distilla- 
tion, oil cake, residues from sugar manufac- 


ture, glucose and starch factories may also be 
used for this purpose. 

The enzymes possess diastatic, fat-splitting, 
milk coagulating and other properties. They 
may be used to remove the starch from woven 
cotton fabrics, to degum silk fibres, in making 
bread and in other processes. By making 
concentrated solutions of the enzymes, de- 
terioration is prohibited. Various sterilizing 
substances may also be added, and the com- 
bined treatment with these agents and the 
securing of concentrated solutions renders the 
product absolutely — stable. The antiseptic 
used is sulphurous acid in the proportion of 
about one to ten thousand parts of the solu- 
tion. The product is a clear amber colored 
liquid, containing about 15 to 25 per cent. of 
solid matter, of which 9) per cent. is organic 
in nature and 10 per cent. inorganic. Phos- 
phate constitutes most of the inorganic mate- 
rial in the enzyme solution. 


OXYMERCURY NITROPHENOLATE: 
—United States patent No. 1,390,972, as- 
signed to the Dermatological Research 
Laboratories, is concerned with the pro- 
duction of a new chemical substance, 
known as oxymercury phenolate, which is 
noted especially for its germicidal and 
antiseptio properties. 

The product is very useful for sterilizing sur-

These 
rollers exert pressure against the seeds, spread 
in a layer on a hard surfaced inclined or per- 
forated platform. The platform is made of 
stee] and rests on a masonry bed. 


INSECTICIDES.—British patent No. 167,495 
deals with the use of humates as insecticides 
or fungicides. The preparation of the humates 
is described in another patent. The humates 
are mixed with arsenes, phosphines, esters, 
ethers, nitriles and isonitriles, aldehydes and 
ketones, amides, pyridine and thiophene. 


THYROID PRODUCT.—United States patents 
Nos. 1,392,767 and 1,392,768 are concerned with 
a process of making a thyroid gland extract 
by heating the desiccated thyroid tissue with 
about 80 to 95 per cent. of ethyl alcohol, con- 
taining from 1 to 2% per cent. of caustic soda 
or potash and a small amount of zine oxide. 


SULPHURIC ACID.—German patent No. 
337,211 is concerned with a process of making 
sulphuric acid from neutral sodium or am- 
monium sulphate. The sulphate is decomposed 
with an excess of muriatic acid in the presence 
of water.

There were more fluctuations in 
prices in last week’s market for 
natural dyestuffs and extracts than for 
many weeks before. The’ erratic 
trend of prices was largely brought 
about by heavier importations and 
subsequent keen competition between 
dealers rather than any other reason. 
Demand in a number of items that had 
previously been on the active list ma- 
terially accelerated the price shading 
process, and at the close there were 
mighty few exceptions to those prices 
that could be shaded. Some of the 
chemicals bucked up because spot 
stocks were small and replacement 
prices higher, if stocks could be secured 
at all. That problem becomes in- 
creasingly prominent as time goes by, 
so much so, that certain importers only 
quote on goods already afloat. Ap- 
prehension of the threatened railroad 
strike also caused a stiffening up. and 
an occasional seller withdrew on that 
account, not wishing to commit him- 
self at the moment. Possibly the high 
prices paid for chemicals during the 
tie-up last year returned to their 
minds. 

Importations of archil during the 
current month were around one mil- 
lion pounds, and as a result prices 
were lower. Declines. in this extract 
have not been so pronounced or con- 
tinuous as in some other extracts, but 
demand lately fell off sharply, and 
with spot stocks so heavy, the trade 
thought the skids had at last been 
placed. Competition, too, is extremely 
keen for what few orders drift into the 
market. Other extracts were slow, and 
some manifestly weak, with prices 
more a matter of formula than any- 
thing else. A firm bid, and the price 
list of any dealer metamorphoses im- 
mediately in such days as the present. 

There was no improvement in dye- 
woods; it was practically impossible 
to secure stocks in primary markets 
and spot stocks were nil. Extract 
makers were particularly interested in 
getting supplies of brazilwood, but im- 
porters were unable to arrive at definite 
arrangements with any of the cutters. 
Fustic, while more readily to be had, 
was short as the cut this year was 
far below the average; in some dis- 
tricts no sticks were assembled at 
all. The withdrawal of one of the 
largest importers and the closing of 
his office for an indefinite time will 
undoubtedly have a dispiriting effect on 
this fast waning trade. Already, signs 
of the ultimate dissolution of the dye- 
wood and natural extracts is ap- 
parent; aniline colors encroach further 
and further upon the ground formerly 
held by those extracts; mills, finding 
the aniline colors more easy to use 
and more uniform in result, naturally 
take the line of least resistance.

CHEMICALS 


ALUMINI CHLORIDE. — Prices 
ranged 4@5c. per pound for 35 per 
cent. Baume, and there was hardly any 
demand. Spot stocks were not heavy, 
but the market was dull, owing to lack 
of buying. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Further re- 
ductions in the price of 65 per cent. 
salts were noted, making the range 
now 32@35c. per pound. Demand was 
poor, and supplies were excessive, and 
competition between various factors 
seemed to have reached an acute stage. 
There was little doubt that something 
of a price war was being waged on 
spot in this material. Other grades 
were off the market except on special 
order. 

POTASH BICHROMATE., — Pro- 
ducers quoted unchanged at 10% @1I1c. 
per pound, according to quantity. In 
the resale market it was possible to do 
10%c., but a somewhat heavier demand 
late in the week tended to lift values 
and most dealers quoted on a par with 
makers at the close. Sales of a num- 
ber of tons were recorded. Prospects 
of a strike still threatened, and in some 
instances quotations were withdrawn. 

POTASH PRUSSIATE. — Yellow 
prussiate remained unchanged on spot 
at 18% @22c. per pound. according to

Demand was along quiet lines 
and the market did not present much 
feature. Foreign shipments were un- 
certain, and that gave color to reports 
that higher prices would be seen for 
imported goods in the near future. 
Present spot supplies, while adequate 
for limited current requirements of 
consuming trade, were not such as to 
hold out long under any steady buy- 
ing. Red prussiate was in more or less 
nominal position as regards prices, 
which ranged from 28c. to 30c. per 
pound; there were practically no sales 
during the period. 


SODA BICHROMATE.—While 7%c. 
per pound might have been done in 
some directions last week, majority of 
sellers were firmer in their price views 
and refused to shade 8c. Producers 
quoted steady at 8@8%%c., according to 
quantity. Demand was rather erratic 
and the market consequently spotty. 
About the best in the market was an 
order for five tons to be filled under 
8c. Most dealers were scrambling to 
fill it at the close. 


SODA HYPOSULPHITE.—Market 
was comparatively steady at $3.25@3.85 
per 100 pounds for ordinary crystals. 
Better demand from textile mills has 
improved the tone in this grade. Some 
factors reported sales at $3.65 in car- 
loads. Other grades were in usual 
steady demand from photographic 
trade, but business showed no ex- 
pansion. Quotations were $3.75@4.25 
per 100 pounds for both pea and 
granular. 

SODA PHOSPHATE.—Not much ac- 
tivity was observed and the market 
dragged along in the old routine rut, 
with prices ranging 4@5c. per pound. 

SODA PRUSSIATE.—Further ad- 
vances occurred in imported material, 
and dealers quoted to 14%c. per pound 
at the close. Sales during the week at 
14c. were common, and it seemed to be 
the old story of a rising market, be- 
cause there was a much better demand 
than for many weeks. Domestic was 
not abundant, and first hands kept it 
in competitive position with imported. 
Shipments were uncertain and factors 
were not inclined to quote them unless 
already afloat. A cabled price of 13%c. 
ec, i. f. was heard. 

TURKEY RED OIL.—Unchanged 
and in limited demand only, with 50 
per cent. ranging from 9c. per pound. 
and 75 per cent. from 13c. 


NATURAL DYESTUFFS 


ALBUMEN.—The spot market did 
not advance any higher as there was a 
let-up in demand. Considerable di- 
versity of opinion was expressed in 
different quarters as to the outcome 
of the present movement. Most fac- 
tors were of the opinion that prices 
had been advanced too rapidly, and 
that there would be the natural and 
inevitable reaction which always fol- 
lows such rapid upturns. Consumers 
generally felt that present values were 
not so much evolved from the situa- 
tion as they were the result of manipu- 
lation. It is true that Chinese markets 
are only lightly stocked, so that 
replacements become increasingly 
difficult as time goes by. 3ut silver 
has eased off, and cabled prices were 
around 60c. c. i. f. last week. Edible 
grades on spot ranged 70@75c. per 
pound, and technical 60@65c. Blood 
was abundant and quoted from 50c. to 
75c. per pound, according to grade. 
There was an excellent demand for it 

ANNATTO.—Fine grades ranged 27 
@30c. per pound last week, and even 
at that did not move in any better 
volume.

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that new crop goods could be had at 
the inside now. Spot stocks were 
heavy, but most of the new crop that 
has come in has been of poor quality 
and has moved slowly. Generally 
there is a pretty good demand for 
these materials, and while orders were 
frequent, much criticism of the quality 
of this season’s seeds was heard. 

COCHINEAL.—No further changes 
occurred here. The market settled 
down to a lethargic condition. Im- 
porters reported nothing in the way of 
shipments, and little better on spot 
business. Quotations were flexible to 
a degree, ranging from 28c. to 35c. per 
pound for gray black and 33c. to 40c. 
for Teneriffe silver. Rosy black was 
practically off the market as most im- 
porters no longer handle it. 

CUTCH.—Borneo grades were off 
the market and shipment prices were 
firm at 3%@4c. per pound. Rangoon 
was the only grade to be had on spot 
and offerings were inferior in quality, 
ranging lower at 8%@9c. per pound. 
There was hardly any demand and 
market was almost at standstill. 

DEXTRINE. — Corn grades’ were 
steady at $2.45@2.73 per 100 pounds. 
British gum ranged unchanged at $2.75 
@3.03. There was the usual heavy de- 
mand for both grades. Other dextrines 
were without feature, and interest sub- 
sided temporarily. Imported potato 
was 8@9c. per pound, and domestic the 
same. Prices were not very firm in 
tone, and it looked as if the recent 
firm market would give way for lack 
of buying support. 

DIVI DIVI.—There was very little 
spot stock, and shipment prices were 
steady at $38 per ton. In some quar- 
ters up to $40 has been named, but 
consumers looked askance at that. 
Even at $38 there was little disposition 
to take on supplies. Something of a 
deadlock existed here between dealers 
and consumers, the one claiming lower 
prices impossible, while the other will 
not buy until better are established. 

EGG YOLK.—Granular spray was in 
no demand at all, and dealers refused 
to handle it. Almost any price ruled, 
as the poorest grades are lumped un- 
der this head. A fair range was from 
20c. to 25c. per pound for passable 
goods. Soluble spray was firm in tone, 
in sympathy with albumen, and prices 
ranged 30c. to 35c. There was some 
lively trading between dealers, but 
consumptive demand not extensive. 

FJAMBIER.—There was an excellent 
call for plantation and common grades 
last week, with spot stocks insufficient 
to meet requirements. Quotations 
were, per pound, common, 6@6\c.; 
plantation, 5@5%c. Shipment price 
for common over December was given 
as 5c. c. i. f. Singapore cubes re- 
mained unchanged at T7@7%ec. per 
pound. Silk mills were most active 
buyers, but there were also inquiries 
for tanneries, and the revival of 
activity in that industry was regarded 
as a most hopeful sign by dealers. 

INDIGO.—High grades were prac- 
tically off the market; there were no 
importations during the past’ six 
months at least. sengal and Guate- 
mala were entirely nominal. Other 
grades were not abundant, but stocks 
could still be had from importers at 
prices ranging from 80c. to 90c. per 
pound for Madras, $1.50@1.60 for Kur- 
pans, $1.25 for Manila, and $1.80@2 
for Oudes. 

MYROBALANS.—Quotations ranged 
from $23 to $28 per ton, according to 
grade. There was a pretty fair de- 
mand, and spot stocks were being ab- 
sorbed rapidly. Imporiations during 
the week were extremely heavy, 
amounting to about 25,000 pockets. 
The bulk was consigned direct to con- 
sumers and to extract makers. 

NUT GALLS.—Blue Aleppo galls 
were 14@l1l6c. per pound, and were in 
some request. White and green galls 
were abundant, quoted from 12c. up. 
The presence of these inferior grade 
nuts unsettled the whole tone, and 
holders of high grade nuts stated they 
could not dispose of their goods easily 
on that account. Chinese galls were 
stagnant at 15@16c. per pound. There 
was no question that firm bids could 
have been filled considerably under 
that. 

SAGO FLOUR.—Was weak at 34%@ 
4c. per pound. Spot holdings were 
large, and there was no real consump- 
tive interest at the moment. Replace- 
ment prices were also appreciably 
lower, and it looked like lower prices 
soon. 

STARCH.—Pearl starch was steady 
at $1.78@2.06 per 100 pounds, and pow- 
dered at $1.88@2.10. Both were in 
heavy demand. Other starches pre- 
sented nothing of particular interest, 
as prices were the same as previously 
quoted:—Rice, 9%@10c. per pound; 
wheat, 6%@7c., and potato, domestic, 
5@5tece, and imported, 6@6%ec. 
SUMAC Sales of two and five-ton 
lots were frequent, and leaves began 
to get in short supply. Quotations were 
from $55 to $58 per ton. Most spot 
business was at $58. It was under- 
stood that Palermo prices were down 
equivalent to $52 per ton ec. i. f. this 
port.

DYEWOODS 


BRAZILWOOD.—There were no spot 
stocks, and importers were unable to 
get any satisfaction on cabled inqui- 
ries to primary points. It would ap- 
pear there has been little- cutting of 
wood during the present season, and 
only limited quantities are available 
in any direction. Quotations were 
generally named around $40 to $45 per 
ton, but under present circumstances 
were uncertain. 

CAMWOOD.—While other dyewoods 
were displaying at least a semblance 
of activity, no such stirrings were seen 
in this section. Prices were named at 
10@14c. per pound, but there was no 
trading. Spot stocks were light. 

FUSTIC.—Sticks were almost nil on 
spot, and it was impossible to do any- 
thing with shipments, as the cut of 
wood was so small this year stocks at 
primary points were exhausted. Quo- 
tations were around $37@40 per ton, 
according to grade. Chips remained 
dull at 4@5c. per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—A carload was offered 
last week at $29 per ton. That was a 
slight reduction from previous quota- 
tions, and named in order to induce a 
quick sale. With present demand 
rather light—the demand of two weeks 
back subsided as quickly as it came— 
the market was not much affected by 
the offer. Chips were 2%@4%%c. per 
pound. Some factors professed to see 
signs of advances in the near future. 


EXTRACTS 


ARCHIL.—Further lower prices for 
both concentrated and double grades 
were noted, making present quotations 
range 18c. to 20c. per pound for the 
former and 17c. to 18c. for the latter. 
Demand was not heavy, and the mar- 
ket was on the slow side. Spot stocks 
were in extensive volume. 

CHESTNUT.—One of the _ staples; 
there is always a certain amount of 
routine demand which keeps the ball 
rolling. Canadian demand was main- 
tained, resulting in some fair ship- 
ments, while better inquiries from do- 
mestic tanneries improved the tone. 
Quotations were steady at 1%@2c. per 
pound in tanks and up to 3c. in bar- 
rels, 

CUDBEAR.—Not in much demand, 
but prices were unchanged, as there 
were only limited quantities availabie 
on spot, and these were held by strong 
hands. Several hundred pounds sold 
at 22l46c. early in the week. Quota- 
tions were named from 21%@23c., ac- 
cording to grade. 

DIVI DIVI.—Extract was in small 
supply on spot, and in only moderate 
demand. While prices were nominally 
quoted from 4c. to 5c. per pound for 25 
per cent. tannin, the range was ex- 
tremely elastic and bent readily when 
a fair inquiry came to hand. Basic 
material was in a strong position, but 
that did little to steady things, as 
market lacked buying support too 
much. 

FLAVINE.—Factors reported steady 
sales at unchanged prices of 90@95c. 
per pound, according to shade. First 
hands have control of the _ situation, 
and that mitigated against any shad- 
ing of consequence. 

FUSTIC. — Liquid extracts 
quoted unchanged,51-degree, 10@12c. 
per pound, and 42-degree 8@9c., but 
factors admitted that it would not be 
difficult to do better on real business. 
Crystals ranged 24@28c., and solid 15 
@20c. There was a steady withdrawal 
of these extracts on contracts, but not 
much new business has been taken on 
and last weeks market was quiet. 

GALL.—Lack of demand and heavy 
supplies led to lower prices here, and 
at the close the range was 14@lé6c. 
per pound. Even then the market was 
barely holding. 

GAMBIER.—Factors continued to 
report extensive inquiries, but not 
much real business resulted from them. 
Supplies, while adequate, were none 
too generous and helped keep the tone 
steady. Twenty-five per cent. ranged 
from 7c. to 9c. per pound. 

HEMATINE CRYSTALS. — Lower 
quotations were noted, and at the close 
the range was 15@22c. per pound. 
Many different grades were offered, 
and prices varied accordingly. Sup- 
plies were heavy, owing to recent ex- 
tensive importations which have not 
been absorbed, consumptive demand 
still being light. A steady movement 
of small lots to different factories kept 
up, but inquiries were few and fresh 
business taken on only occasionally. 

HEMLOCK.—Prices ranged 4e. to 5c 
per pound for 25 ver cent. tannin, but 
were very weak, and it was stated a 
big order would have secured supplies 
at easily half quotations. There was 
no demand at all, and the market 
dragged. Tanneries are using less and 
less of this extract, finding that it is 
not as satisfactory quebracho and 
the difference in price between the two 
being negligible. 

HYPERNIC Along with other

LARCH.—In steady routine request, 
prices showed few changes, and the 
fact that some large orders were placed 
recently did much to steady the other- 
wise uncertain tone. In steady request 
for most operations in tanning, there 
is always a certain amount of demand. 
Inquiries lately resulted in mighty lit- 
tle new business, and not until the 
turn of the year is the real buying ex- 
pected to commence. Quotations were: 
—Crystals, 8c. per pound; liquid, 25 
per cent. tannin, 3%@4c., according to 
container. 

LOGW OOD.—Unchanged, with prices 
quite firm in tone and demand along 
fair lines. Spot stocks were well held 
and there was not much chance of se- 
curing concessions from leading hold- 
ers. Demand from textile mills was 
along usual routine fashion, but lat- 
terly inquiries increased, and with 
operations in that industry getting 
back to normal rapidly, factors antici- 
pate a good call by the turn of the 
year. Quotations stood:—Solid, 14%@ 
15c. per pound; crystals, 17@25c., and 
51-degree liquid, 9@12c. 

MANGROVE.—Spot

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 
Domestic exports of extracts 
ning in September aggregated $81,442 in 
value, according to figures given out to- 
day by the U. S. Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. Canada purchased 
more than three-fourths of these goods, 
her share being valued at $66,373, wile

In 1913, 10,015 metric tons of dyes and 
colors, valued at 29,627,019 francs, were 
exported. Of this 80 per cent. was com- 
posed of aniline colors and 11 per cent. 
of synthetic indigo. 

Great Britain was the chief aniline-dye 
customer in 1920, its imports of this prod- 
uct from Switzerland totaling 62,750,004 
francs ($10,542,001), almost double the 
amount purchased in 1919. France was 
second, with imports valued at 49,243,557 
francs ($8,272,918), or 20,000,000 frances 
more than in the preceding year. The 
United States followed with a value of 
16,076,664 frances ($2.700,880), as com- 
pared with 13 724.776 francs ($2 648,882) 
in 1919. In 1913 the United States was 
the second best customer, following Ger- 
many and leading Great Britain. Its total 
import in that year was 4,146,982 frances 
($800,368). 

The only large purchaser of synthetic 
indigo in 1920 was China, the imports of 
which country amounted to 12,963,094 
francs ($2,177.780), or 84 per cent. of the 
total Swiss export of this product. The 
United States followed with shipments 
valued at 408,158 frances ($68,571). 


British Dye Users Tide 80 Per Cent. 


of German Reparation Dyes 
Imported 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27, 1921. 


Dyestuffs imported from Germany by 
Great Britain on reparations account now 
on hand are estimated at 2,000 tons, 
which is not regarded as an appreciable 
amount in view of an annual consumption 
of 20.000 tons in the United Kingdom, ac- 
cording to a report received by the De- 
partment of Commerce today from Consul 
General Skinner. at London. 

The importation of these dyes now is 
practical’'y at a s‘andstill and last year 
the quantit‘es imported were very light 
because of the slack demand. Importa- 
tion of the enemy dyes commenced in 
Novemeber. 1919, through Fairclough. 
Dodd & Jones. 46 St. Mary Axe. the im- 
porting agency of the Board of Trade. 
Although it has not been possible in toe 
past, it is believed that in the future on 
erders for renarations account the pur- 
chaser may select the particular kind and 
color of dyes dsired. The total imported 
may not exceed 25 per cent. of the total 
German output, though te amount of any 
particular dye may be in excess of that 
percentage of the quantity of that dye 
produce in Germany. 

About 80 per cent. of all the sales of 
dyes for government account have been 
taken bv the Associat‘on of Dye Users of 
Great Britain. No export has been at- 
tempted, although a small quantity was 
sold to the Australian Government and 
also to the Indian Government several 
months ago. If any of the official impor- 
tations have come to America it has been 
in violation of orders.

In another recent complaint the New 
Jersey Zinc Co. seeks. to recover $11,- 
957.20 as reparation on account of alleged 
excessive charges assessed by and paid 
to the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and 
connecting carriers for the transportation 
of 707 carloads of zine ore and concen- 
trates from various points in New Mex- 
ico to complainant’s plant at Palmerton, 
Pa., during the period of time between 
January 1, 1918, and October 25, 1919. 
A sub-complaint seeks $9.042.28 repara- 
tion on account of rates charged on 690 
carloads of like material between the 
Same points during the period between 
August 1, 1916, and December 1917. 

The chief point of the complaints seems 
to be objection to the preferential basis 
for rates on shipments of zinc ore and 
concentrates when they originated in 
States west of the Missouri River. other 
than the States of Montana, Nevada, 
Utah and Colorado.

one per cent. of the oil burning merchant 
shiips of the world are American, he 
said. He described the practice of oil 
burners of using some of their tanks for 
water ballast, in the pumping out of 
which some little waste oil goes over- 
board. If this is prohibited, he said, five 
American ships to every one foreign ship 
will be affected. Although tanks are 
flushed several times far out at sea, yet 
some oil remains. England handles this 
problem muci: better than is proposed in 
the pending bills, Mr. Gibbs declared. 


Fish Supply Injured 

The first speaker was Mr. Neuberger, 
who declared that oil pollution of waters 
injured the supply of food fish and shell- 
fish, destroys much property, ruins bath- 
ing beaches, endangers the public health, 
and is a source of danger from fire. He 
presented a petition from his committee. 

State Senator W. A. Stevens, of New 
Jersey, declared ships should be _ pre- 
vented from leaving harbors with refuse 
oil in their holds. The waste material 
if collected would be valuable as a by- 
product, he declared. His only objec- 
tion to the bill was that it has not 


enough teeth. 

Representative Dupre, of TWouisiana, 
member of the River and Harbor Com- 
mittee, told that body and the witnesses 
that a Federal judge in his State is 
punishing ship owners for dumping oil 
waste, under the act of 1899, which for- 
bids water pollution. 

General Harry Taylor, assistant chief 
of engineers of the army, which branch is 
charged with administering that law, was 
an interested auditor at the hearing.

ican Mining Congress, wanted to be heard 
later, but Samuel A. Taylor, a Pittsburgh 
mining engineer, told the committee that 
thousands of coal mines, copper, zinc and 
other mines are discharging large quan- 
tities of water containing sulphur, acidu- 
lous material, etc., into the natural drain- 
age ways of the country. This would 
have to be stopped or neutralized by 
chemical means, it was declared, in either 
case the mining industry being badly in- 
jured. Exemption of coal mines from the 
prohibition of the proposed law was urged 
by Mr. Bailey. He declared that the 
Rosenbloom bill would put a quietus on 
mining. The discharge of mine water 
into certain rivers of Pennsylvania has 
destroyed every living thing therein, wit- 
ness declared. 

John H. Buck, of Hartford, represent- 
ing manufacturing interests of Connecti- 
cut, complained that industries in cities 
discharging wastes into sewers would be 
exempt from the proposed law, but in- 
dustries in outlying districts discharging 
directly into waterways would be 
penalized. 

Conservation Commissioner Earle, of 
Maryland, said that States can’t handle 
the water pollution problem and urged 
that some uniform method be adopted 
to do so. 

John I, Tierney, secretary of the Manu- 
facturing Chemists’ Association, indorsed 
the suggestion of an investigation by the 
Department of Commerce. Denying that 
the chemical industry opposes needed re- 
lief measures, the witness made the point 
that it has not been proved that chemical 
wastes are materially injurious in waters. 
A successful chemical industry, Mr. Tier- 
ney said, depends for its profits upon 
economies brought about by utilizing by- 
products as far as practicable and ex- 
tracting the utmost from the so-called 
spent liquors. Tne latter are greatly 
diluted. If there is to be prohibition or 
regulation of dumping industrial wastes 
into waterways, witness argued, it should 
be administered under the commerce de- 
partment. It would be best for Congress 
to lay down the rule and let business be 
governed by law rather than by bureau. 
He recalled the political slogan last year 
of, ‘‘More business in government and less 
government in business,” and reminded 
the committee that the chemical industry 
is sick and can’t stand additional burdens; 
that its operations are necessary for 
practically every other industry and 
activity. 

The bill of Representative Briggs, of 
Texas, forbidding pollution only as an 
interference with navigation, was not ob- 
jectionable to Mr. Tierney. Mr. Briggs 
explained his bill as being based on the 
commerce clause of the constitution. He 
thought it necessary to clarify the act 
of 1899 and did not regard objections 
raised as tenable.

Chemical Co.’s Cases in Supreme 

Court 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24, 1921. 

Chief Justice Taft is a great believer 
in cleaning up the docket of the Supreme 
Court and today was selected for 
slaughtering scores of applications for 
writs of certiorari, which, if all were 
granted, would easily double or quadruple 
the work of the court. There were a 
few exceptions, but the general rule was 
followed by rejecting such applications. 

In the case of the Royal Baking 
Powder Co. against G. W. Emerson, 
prosecuting attorney of the Sixteenth 
Judicial Circuit in Arkansas, the court 
postponed a motion to dismiss until a 
hearing on the merits. The case involves 
a claim of the company that its good 
will is valued at $1,000,000, which the 
prosecutor is attempting to destroy by 
preventing the use of names, marks, 
ete. The laws of Arkansas, the company 
contends, tend to deprive the company 
of its business, good will and property 
in violation of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution. 

The court declined to review 
ord of the lower courts in the 
Arminius Chemical Co. against 
Manufacturing Co., by denying’ the 
former’s petition for certiorari. This 
involves construction of a contract 
which the Arminius company sold 
Acme company 4,000 to 7,000 tons 
of fine sulphur pyrites averaging 42 per 
cent. and upward of sulphur from its 
mines near Mineral, Va., at a price of 91% 
cents per unit of sulphur. The Arminius 
company delivered only 1,116 tons of 
pyrites and notified the Acme company 
it would refuse to deliver more, The 
latter sued for $40,776 damages. The 
Arminius company claimed the contract 
was vacated because its mine caved in 
and it was unable to produce ,pyrites to 
supply the full quantity called for, but 
apparently it did not convince the lower 
courts, so finally appealed to the Su- 
preme Court.

Alexander Works, Inc., Sue A. Klip- 
stein & Co. 


An action was filed in the Federal Court 
in Brooklyn last week by the Alexander 
Works, Inc., of Garden City, against A. 
Klipstein & Co., a New Jersey corpora- 
tion, to recover $80,000 as alleged dam- 
ages. The plaintiff is engaged in the 
dressing, tanning and dyeing of lamb 
skins, and the defendant in selling chemi- 
cals, oils, ete., for treating skins. 

The complaint set forth that prior to 
May 13, 1921, the defendant represented 
itself as able to supply egg yolk of a 
quality required by the plaintiff in its 
business, and that 25 barrels of imported 
egg yolk were contracted for, which the 
plaintiff was to receive at 14 cents a 
pound. When delivery was made, how- 
ever, it is alleged the egg yolk was not 
according to contract, as if so it would 
have rendered lamb skins soft and pli- 
able, whereas, it is claimed, the material 
ruined 20,000 skins of a value of $80,000, 
the amount sued for. 


Union Soap Co. Cited 


The Federal Trade Commission has re- 
cently issued a formal complaint against 
the Union Soap Co,, of Indianapolis, Ind. 
The case will be set for trial after the 
filing of the company’s answer, for which 
30 days are allowed, 

The complaint charges misrepresenta- 
tion as to price and brand names. The 
company is alleged to market its prod- 
ucts under various misleading and 
fanciful brand names, among which are 
“Olive Cream Castile,” “Cucumber 
Cream,” ‘“‘Almond Cream,” “Hot Springs 
Mineral,” etc., although all the soaps are 
made of the same ingredients, except for 
a slight variation in coloring matter and 
perfume. The ingredients used by re- 
spondent in these soaps are, water, 33 
per cent.; coconut oil, 15 per cent.; 
caustic lye, 25 per cent.; silica, 7 per 
cent.; filler, 20 per cent. 

The alleged misrepresentation in value 
arises from the practice of packing soaps, 
which ure sold by the respondent at 
prices ranging from 1 cent to 2 cents per 
cake, and in boxes of 3 cakes each upon 
which are printed, ‘‘Price 75 cents.” This 
practice is said to aid customers of this 
respondent in using unfair methods 
ugainst its competitors who do not sell 
their soaps in containers marked with 
fictitious prices.
